STONE DUSTING AND SHOT FIRING IN 
MINES, 


Mr. Shinwell, M.P., Secretary for Mines, met 
representatives of the Miners’ Federation of Great 
Britain on Friday last to discuss a number of 
proposed amendments to the regulations and orders 
regarding stone dusting and shot firing in mines, 

These amendments are designed “to secure a 
greater degree of safety, and the miners’ repre- 
sentatives endorsed the proposals, which it is hoped 
it will be possible to bring into operation in the 
near future. 

In the last year or so several serious explosions 
initiated by shot firing have shown not only the 
necessity for greater care in carrying out the 
existing rules, but also certain points in which the 
rules need amendment, and in particular the 
desirability of requiring higher qualifications for 
the shot firer. 


SCOTTISH SHALE OIL INDUSTRY. 


DEPUTATION TO THE PRESIDENT, 


The President of the Board of Trade (the Rt. 
Hon. Sidney Webb, M.P.) received a Deputation 
on Tuesday from the National Union of Shale 
Miners and Oil Workers and the Scottish Colliery 
Under Managers’ Association, who desired to bring 
to his notice the position of the Scottish shale oil 
industry. 

The deputation was introduced by Mr. A. B. 
Clarke, M. P., and Mr. T. 8. Dishatei M.P., was 
also present, The deputation consisted of the 
following : 

Mr. A. B. Clarke, M.P.; Mr. Walter Nellies, 
Mr. Michael O’Hagan, Mr. Samuel Foster, and 
Mr. John Kilday, of the National Union of Shale 
Miners and QOil Workers; Mr. John Strachan, 
of the Colliery Under Managers’ Association 
(Lanark); and Mr. T. S. Dickson, M.P. 

The President was accompanied by Mr. E. Shin- 
well, M.P. (Secretary for Mines). 

The deputation drew attention to the statement 
made by Sir Charles Greenway (Chairman of the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Company) at the annual meeting 
of the company as to the unsatisfactory financial 
position of the Scottish shale industry. Although 
conditions had improved since then, owing to the 
rise in the price of oil, the workers in the industry 
were apprehensive lest at some future date pro. 
posals for closing down the Scottish mines entirel\ 
might be made. They asked the Government, in 
view of its representation on the Board of the com- 
pany, to give the workers some assurance that the 
industry should not be closed down summarily, and 
they further asked that an enquiry should be set 
up into the position of the industry. 

In reply, the President informed the deputation 
that he did not consider that there was any immi- 
nent danger of the industry reaching a_position 
when the question of closing down: would arise. 
In the event of this happening at some future date, 
the Government would not remain indifferent to 
any such proposal, and the workers might rest 
assured that no summary stoppage of the industry 
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would take place without the Government being 
consulted and given a full opportunity to consider 
the whole matter. The President promised to dis- 
cuss with the company certain of the points raised 
by the deputation. 





GERMAN REPARATION (RECOVERY) ACT. 
REDUCTION OF THE LEVY. 


An agreement has been reached between His 
Majesty's Government and the German Government 
respecting the German Reparation (Recovery) Act, 
1921. In pursuance of this agreement the Treasury 
have issued a Treasury Minute reducing from 26 
per cent. to 5 per cent. the proportion of the value 
of goods to which the Act applies, payable to the 
Commissioners of Customs and Excise in respect of 
goods imported on or after the 26th instant. 

The remaining provisions of the agreement are 
as tollows :— 

In order to guarantee that no part of the 
sums levied under the Act at the above rate of 
5 per cent. shall be charged to British importers, 
the German Government agree to arrange for the 
compensation of the German exporters at a later 
date, and to provide by Decree that if in any case 
any part of the sums levied under the Act has been 
charged to the British importer the German 
exporter will forfeit his claim to reimbursement, 
and will, in addition, be subject to a penalty. 

The above provisions shall have eftect until 15th 
April, 1924. 

The German Government will reimburse to 
German exporters the sums paid to the Com- 
missioners of Customs and Excise in respect of 
goods imported before 26th February, 1924, in 
Gold Mark Federal Treasury Bonds in all eases, 
whether in respect of contracts prior to 17th 
November, 1923, or in respect of contracts subse- 
quent to that date, in which such sums have not 
already been reimbursed in cash or in the aforesaid 
Tre asury Bonds. Where the levy has been reim- 
bursed in the old ‘‘K’”’ Bonds the German 
Government will continue to apply the Decree of 
Yth February, 1924 (see below), providing for the 
conversion of such bonds on presentation into the 
above-mentioned Federal Treasury Bonds. It is 
understood that the proceeds of the reimbursement 
should be allocated in accordance with the incidence 
of the levy. 

|The Federal Treasury Bonds above referred to 
are being issued in pursuance of a German Decree 
of 9th February, which provides that such bonds 
shall be expressed in gold marks bearing no interest 
and denominated 100 per cent., 105 per cent., 110 
per cent., and 115 per cent. respectively for each 
of the quarters of the total amount due in com- 
pensation. These fractional Treasury Bonds will 
mature in this order half-yearly, on Ist April, and 
Ist October; in the first instance on Ist October, 
1924, The minimum amount of the total Treasury 
Bonds is 40 gold marks. Sums less than 40 gold 
marks are credited to the person entitled to com- 
pensation in a gold mark account to be opened for 
him with the ‘‘Friedensvertrag Abrechnungsstelle ”’ 
till such a balance as can be paid i in Treasury Bonds 
is attained. 

Where the levy has been reimbursed in the old 
“ K ’’ Bonds, such bonds, if presented before 30th 
April, 1924, may be exchanged for new Federal 
Treasury Bonds. This exchange can only take 
place if the clearing certificate of the ‘‘ Friedens- 
vertrag Abrechnungsstelle ”? is presented at the 
same time to the full amount of the sums for com- 
pensation stated therein. After 30th April, 1924, 
the ‘‘K’”’? Bonds not previously exchanged are 
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taken back on the application of the holder, and 
the new Treasury Bonds are given in exchange, 
the ‘‘ K ’’ Bonds being counted at 75 per cent. of 
their face value. | 


BRITISH CLAIMS AGAINST AUSTRIA. 
PAYMENT OF THIRD DIVIDEND. 


The Administrator of Austrian Property 
announces that, under the Treaty of Peace 
(Austria) Orders, 1920-1923, a third dividend of 
2s. 8d. in the £ will be paid to all creditors who are 
entitled to participate. 

The first distribution of the dividend will be 
made on 29th February, 1924. An individual 
notice will be sent to each creditor as and when 
he becomes entitled to participate. 











ROUMANIAN DEBTS. 


REGULATIONS RESPECTING SETTLEMENT 
WITH BRITISH CREDITORS. 

On 27th January last the Roumanian Govern- 
ment published in the ‘‘ Monitor Oficial ’’ Regula- 
tions governing the application of the Laws of 2nd 
June, 1923, and 14th December, 1923, and the 
London and Manchester Agreements respecting the 
settlement of debts owing by Roumanians to British 
creditors and incurred between llth November, 


1918, and Ist January, 1922. 
The principal provisions may be summarised : 
follows :— 

(a) Article 3 provides that all debtors, including co- 
debtors and guarantors, are obliged to make a 
written declaration to the Office for Foreign Pay- 
ments, giving the amount of the debt, and other 
particulars, within one month of the date oi 
publication of the Regulations (i.e., before 27th 
February, 1924). 

(b) Article 4 provides that, unless this declaration be 
made within the time stipulated, or if a_ false 
declaration be made, the debtor loses the benefit 
of the Moratorium Laws, and the whole debt 
becomes due immediately. The Office for Foreign 
Payments has to establish the fact of non- 
declaration of a debt within the proper time. 

(c) Article 6 permits the Office to accept a_ bank 
guarantee in lieu of other security if they consider 
it good. 

(d) Article 18 provides that the Office for Foreign 
Payments may refuse to allow a debtor the benefit 
of the terms of the Convention in cases of evident 
bad faith on his part and of his incontestible 
ability to meet his obligations in foreign currency 
of high exchange value without seriously affecting 
his financia] position. 

(e) Article 22, paragraph (c), provides that the Office 
shall receive from each debtor, through the Banca 
Nationala, the half-yearly payments stipulated, 
and shall pay these over to the creditor at the 
end of each year. 





(qg) Article 24 provides that all questions not involving 
that of the existence of the debt itself are within 
the competence of the Office, and they shall have 
the right of decision regarding them, in accordance 
with the agreements with the British creditors. 


(h) Article 25 exempts all the documents of the Office 
from stamp and registration fees. In the same 
way mortgages taken out in favour of the creditor 
are exempt from stamp fees as well as the acts 
constituting the guarantees and the legal acts 
necessary for the prosecution of the debtor. 

(j) Article 26 authorises the Office for Foreign Pay- 
ments to receive certain taxes at the charge of 
the debtor. These include a registration tax of 
2 lei per 10,000 for every sum declared as a debt, 
and a tax of 1 per cent. of the value in lei, 
established for debts upon which the Commission 
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gives a definite decision. There is also a tax of 
1 per cent. on debts withdrawn and on debts 
existing on 2nd June, 1923, which have been 
settled outside of the Office, either by payment or 


by separate agreement. 


According to the Roumanian press, a Circular 
has been issued by the Office of Foreign Payments 
drawing attention to the Regulations, and stating 
that, if a debtor has paid his debts, or has come 
to a private arrangement with his creditors, the 
debtor is obliged to inform the Office of this fact, 
in order that formal withdrawal of the declaration 
of the debt may be made. This implies that debts 
declared up to the present may be withdrawn by 
this method. 

The same Circular states that in those cases where 
debtors have made no declaration, and have paid 
or arranged their debts after the date of 2nd June, 
1923, they are obliged to so inform the Office. 

Debtors who have made arrangements with their 
creditors before 2nd June, 1923, and intend to hold 
to these arrangements, must also inform the Office 
in this sense.

INDIA CIVIL JUSTICE COMMITTEE. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has for- 
warded a copy of a supplement to the ‘‘ Gazette of 
India,’’ dated 26th January, 1924, containing the 
full text of the Resolution of the Government of 
India to appoint a committee to enquire into the 
operation and effects of the substantive and adjec- 
tive law, whether enacted or otherwise, followed 
by the Courts in India in the disposal of 
civil suits, appeals, applications for revision, 
and other civil litigation (including the execution 
of Decrees and Orders), with a view to ascertaining 
and reporting whether any and what changes and 
improvements should be made so as to provide for 
the more speedy, economical, and _ satisfactory 
dispatch of the business transacted in the Courts 
and for the more speedy, economical, and _ satis- 
factory execution of the processes issued by the 
Courts. 

The Hon. Mr. Justice George Claus Rankin, 
Barrister-at-Law, Puisne Judge of the High Court 
of Judicature at Fort William, in Bengal, will 
serve as Chairman of the Committee, the member- 
ship of which comprises: The Hon. Mr. Justice 
Louis Stuart, C.I.E., I.C.S., Puisne Judge of the 
High Court of Judicature at Allahabad; Dr. 
Francis Xavier de Souza, I.C.S., Barrister-at-Law, 
District and Sessions Judge in the Bombay Presi- 
dency; and Diwan Bahadur Sir Tirumalai Desika 
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Achariyar Avargal, Kt., Vakil, Trichinopoly. Mr. 
C. V. Krishnaswami Ayyar, Subordinate Judge in 
the Madras Presidency, will act as Secretary of the 
Committee, which assembled at Calcutta on 4th 
February, 1924.

REGULATIONS AFFECTING FOREIGNERS 
DESIRING TO TRADE WITH FRANCE. 
H.M. Consul at Brest has forwarded a Memo- 

randum concerning the Regulations affecting 

foreigners desiring to trade in France, particulars 
of which are as under :— 

‘** All foreigners arriving in France desiring to 
trade in any way whatsoever are bound to present 
themselves at the Town Hall of the district of their 
residence, temporary or otherwise, 

1. Within a period of eight days in order to make the 
necessary ‘!Ieclaration in accordance with the Law of 8th 
August, 1893, and to be inscribed on the register of 
foreign citizens. 

2. If they reside for more than fifteen days in France, 
they must apply at the Town Hall for an identity card, 
in accordance with the Decree of 2nd April, 1917. This 
application to be made within forty-eight hours. 

3. Before starting any business whatsoever, all foreigners 
are bound to apply to the local collector of taxes for 
permission to trade and to produce a statement of their 
business to the Clerk of the Tribunal de Commerce of the 
district where they propose trading.’’ 

H.M. Consul reports that Clauses Nos. 2 and 3 
have not hitherto been strictly enforeed, but, in 
view of the alarm prevailing owing to the decline 
of the franc, the local authorities state that they 
now propose to work according to the absolute 
letter of the law. 





FOREIGN COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS IN 
NORWAY. 

The Commercial Secretary at Christiania reports 
that ‘* Norges Handels and _ Sjéfartstidende ”’ 
recently published the following statistics of the 
number of foreign commercial travellers who 
visited Norway during the year 1923 :—

TEMPORARY REMISSION OF CUSTOMS 
DUTIES ON IMPORT TRADE OF FORMOSA. 

H.M. Consul at Tamsui has forwarded a Memo- 
randum on the subject of the application to 
Formosa of the post-earthquake remissions of 
Japanese Customs duties and the probable effects 
of the remissions on the import trade of the 
island. 

Notes, taken from the local press, are also given 
on the trade in the principal commodities imported 
upon which Customs duties have been remitted. 
These articles include wheat (chiefly imported from 
Australia and Manchuria), soya beans (all from 
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China), meats, poultry, fish, etc. (tinned meats 
from the United Kingdom and the United States), 
cotton fabrics (mostly from the United Kingdom, 
which ‘* should enjoy a considerable temporary 
stimulus as a result of the remission of the duties ’’), 
woollen fabrics (chiefly from Japan), iron and steel 
wire, pipes and tubes, nails, railway construction 
materials, bridge-building materials, electrical 
apparatus, commercial motors (trade in the last- 
named is stated to be ‘* entirely in American 
hands ’’), and sewing machines (‘* almost an 
American monopoly ’’).

THE - THIRD CENSUS OF 
PRODUCTION. 


IN RESPECT OF 1924. 


His Majesty’s Government have now decided that 
a Census of Production is to be taken by the Board 
of Trade in 1925 in respect of the year 1924, and 
the necessary notice has been given through Parlia- 
ment to all persons and firms who will be required 
to furnish information on schedules to be issued 
later, This Census will cover Great Britain, and 
it is understood that corresponding steps are being 
taken by the Government of Northern Ireland for 
the taking of a similar Census within their area. 
As in the case of the first Census of 1907, the 
enquiry will cover not only manufactures, but also 
agriculture, fishery, mining, and building; but, 
whereas at that date all undertakings, however 
small, were included, on this occasion it is under 
consideration whether only those employing more 
than five persons (including the employer) will be 
required to furnish information. 

This will be the Third Census to be taken. The 
Second, it will be remembered, was taken in respect 
of the year 1912, but when the returns were in 
process of examination and tabulation the European 
War broke out, and work on them had to be 
suspended, owing to more urgent requirements. 
When the war ended it was found impracticable, 
on account of the lapse of time, which made it 
impossible for employers to amend or complete 
defective returns, to produce a Report of the same 
thoroughness and accuracy as the First Report, 
and consequently the data furnished for the Second 
Census have not been worked up into a Report. 
They will still, however, be available for utilisation 
in making comparisons, at least in some cases, 
with the information obtained regarding 1924. 
Another Census fell due in 1917, but could not be 
taken, owing to war conditions, and in the years 
immediately following the Armistice the conditions 
of industry were too abnormal and fluctuating to 
make a Census desirable. Now, when some progress 
has been made towards a normal state of trade, 
when wholesale prices have been relatively stable 
for a considerable period, and when there are 
signs of a revival of trade, it is felt that the time 
has come for a renewal of this periodical review of 
the facts of industry. 


THe INFORMATION REQUIRED. 


In strict form, the Census will relate to the 
calendar year 1924, but, for the convenience of 
manufacturers and others whose accounts are kept 
for periods other than the calendar year, returns 
will be accepted for periods of twelve months end- 
ing not earlier than 30th June, 1924, or not later 
than 30th June, 1925. The essential part of each 
Census Schedule will be that relating to the 
quantity and selling value of Output, particulars 
as to which are limited, where quantity has to be 
stated, to the detail set forth in the Import and 
Export List. That list was considerably extended 
in 1920, and, therefore, the details of some, if not 
all, schedules will be greater than in 1907 or 1912. 
Where the classification, though fitted for importers 
and exporters, is not suitable for manufacturers, 
there will be an opportunity for consultation with 
trade organisations before the schedules are finally 
settled. Secondly, persons required to make returns 
will have to state in one sum the value of all 
materials, including fuel, used in the production 
of their output, and also, separately, the amount 
paid to other firms for work given out to them, 
the value of which is included in the value of the 
output of the firm giving out the work. The object 
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of these two requirements is to enable the Census 
Office to avoid duplication in aggregating the 
returns relating to different persons and trades. In 
the third place, particulars will be required regard- 
ing the number, age, and sex of persons employed, 
distinguishing ‘‘ wage earners’’ and “‘ salaried 
persons ”’ (including employers), on specified dates 
in the censal period. Information may also be 
asked as to the number of days worked, if a form 
can be devised in which it will be really useful. 
Finally, the kind of mechanical power used and a 
measure of its magnitude will be included in the 
questions to be answered, 
Votuntary DETAILS. 

So far the information to be furnished is com- 
pulsory, but it is also provided that voluntary 
questions may be asked. In the past these have 
related to details of output or of machinery or of 
fuel consumption that firms could not be com- 
pulsorily required to give under the terms of the 
Census of Production Acts. It is obvious that there 
is much information of this kind which would be 
of great utility, not only for the community as a 
whole, but also for the individual industries con- 
cerned, to have, but its usefulness entirely depends 
on the completeness with which the information is 
given. Any such questions, consequentiy, will have 
to be framed with very great care and in close 
consultation with trade organisations, which may 
be expected to use their influence to secure the 
furnishing of the’ information of which they 
approve. 

THE SECRECY OF RETURNS. 

Firms who have had experience of the 1907 and 
1912 schedules will not require to be told that 
every effort will be made to exclude from the 
schedules all unnecessary detail, and to give indi- 
viduals all necessary guidance in filling up their 
returns or in helping them to frame reasonable 
estimates where exact particulars are not available. 
It is hoped that before the details of the schedules 
are finally determined there will be full oppor- 
tunities for personal consultation with industrial 
associations, chambers of commerce, and other 
organisations whose co-operation may be helpful. 
Meanwhile, a small General Advisory Committee 
will be appointed to advise the Board on the major 
questions which may arise. One may hope that 
there is now no doubt in the minds of manufac- 
turers and others as to the secrecy of their returns. 
These are not communicated to any other Govern- 
ment Department for any purpose whatever, they 
must not be published so as to disclose the business 
of individual firms, and they will only be used in 
the compilation of totals of a general character. 
The improper communication to any person of any 
information obtained in connection with the 
Census is visited with severe penalties on both the 
giver and the receiver, and as a precaution the 
name and address of the firm making the return 
is removed from the schedule before it passes into 
the hands of the Census staff engaged in examina- 
tion and tabulation. 

NEED FOR THE CENSUS. 

It must be admitted that the filling up of the 
schedules will impose some work and responsibility 
on the persons concerned, but the difficulty will 
be less exactly in proportion as a firm keeps detailed 
accounts for its own purposes. Already we lag 
seriously behind the United States, where a 
biennial Census of Manufactures is now taken, 
in the information which the American Government 
insists, and American producers agree, should be 
furnished. The great Dominions of the Empire, 
too, are more active in this respect than we are, 
and in all the industrial countries of the world the 
need for more information regarding production 
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is being felt and acted on. For ourselves, we need 
to see where we stand after the disorganisation of 
a great war, which has made all previous standards 
antiquated. We need to have a datum-line from 
which we can measure afresh the progress on which 
we hope our industries are again entering, We 
need to ascertain what are the present relations 
between our home trade and our export trade, 
whether the structure of our industry as a whole 
is altering, whether the intensity of production is 
increasing or decreasing, and to all these questions 
only a Census of production can give an answer. 
Finally, without such a Census we cannot measure 
truly the effects of price changes since the war, 
nor can we have a sound basis on which to build 
up a reliable estimate of the national income. All 
these matters have important bearings on great 
questions of taxation and social policy. The Board 
of Trade, therefore, rely confidently on the manu- 
facturers and other producers of Great Britain to 
co-operate fully and readily with them in making 
the Third Census of Production a success. 





REPUBLIC OF HAYTI. 


A NEW PHASE. 


Mr, J. E. M. Carvell, British Consul and Chargé 
d’ Affaires, Port-au-Prince, points out in _ his 
Report, as at September last, that Hayti stands 
to-day upon the threshold of a new economic phase 
in its history. How far this will prove to be a 
phase of progress and prosperity will depend largely 
upon the realisation of the objects of the Haytian- 
American Convention of 1915. The old Hayti, with 
its frequent revolutions, has been replaced by 
a new Hayti, where security of life and 
property is assured by a_ well-organised and 
disciplined gendarmerie. ‘The _ stabilising of 
Haytian currency on a gold basis in a fixed 
relation to the American dollar has banished 
currency speculation and inflation, with their atten- 
dant ills, and has opened the way for legitimate 
commerce. Its inhabitants are now free to devote 
themselves to agriculture and to develop and profit 
by their country’s undoubted natural resources. It 
is generally agreed, however, that no great develop- 
ment is possible without irrigation works and 
improvement in the means of transport. This 
requires capital, and, as there is no capital avail- 
able in Hayti, it must be obtained from abroad, 
either by means of a foreign loan or foreign invest- 
ment. If, therefore, Hfiyti desires development, it 
has no other choice but to encourage foreign co- 
operation by guaranteeing to intending foreign 
investors equal opportunities with its citizens before 
the law and legal facilities for the ownership of 
land for’ bond-fide agricultural, industrial, and 
commercial enterprises, 

The Republic of Hayti consists of the western 
portion of the island generally known as Hayti 
or Santo Domingo. Its area is some 10,200 square 
miles, and is half that of Santo Domingo or the 
Dominican Republic or one-third of the whole 
island. Port-au-Prince, the capital of Hayti, is 
distant from Liverpool 4,040 nautical miles, from 
New York 1,372 miles, from Havana 662 miles, 
and from Kingston, Jamaica, 270 miles. The 
population is estimated at 2,045,000, excluding 
some 3,000 white foreign residents and military 
forees of the United States of America. 





BritisH TRADE. 


For the year ended 30th September, 1922, 
imports from and exports to the United Kingdom 
amounted to 763,363 dols. and 589,175 dols. respec- 
tively, the total value of the trade between the two 
countries being therefore 1,352,538 dols. The 
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reputation of British goods is still maintained 
throughout the Haytian market, but their sale is 
handicapped by comparatively high prices. Hayti 
is not a quality market, and low prices are always 
the deciding factor in competition. The extension 
of British trade with Hayti will depend upon the 
ability of British exporters to compete with those 
of the United States. The British exporter is 
handicapped in regard to the American exporter 
by geographical position, which permits quicker 
communication and greater intercourse between 
Hayti and the United States. Given satisfactory 
co-operation between the British exporter and 
the European shipping companies concerned, 
this obstacle could be largely removed, pro- 
vided the British exporter is adequately 
represented in the MHaytian market. Un- 
fortunately there is no importer in Port-au-Prince 
whose dealings are principally with Great Britain. 
British exporters are therefore at a disadvantage 
in their attempts to compete with American, 
French, and German rivals, the last-named having 
at least four stores stocked with every variety of 
German products. Unsuccessful efforts were made 
during the past year to induce British exporters 
to co-operate in establishing a sample room in Port- 
au-Prince where British products could be dis- 
played. It is felt that until some such arrangement 
can be made, or an importer be found who can 
afford from a purely business standpoint to devote 
himself entirely to pushing British products, no all- 
round increase in British trade can be expected. 

In considering the potentialities of the Haytian 
market it is well to remember that, although the 
average total purchasing power of the country for 
the last six years was only some 144 millions of 
dollars, the country is at present entirely unde- 
veloped, and that when development does take place 
—and there are signs that that is already happen- 
ing—the exporter already represented will find his 
enterprise rewarded. 

Customs ADMINISTRATION. 

The Haytian Customs have been controlled since 
1915 by a Receiver-General and assistants nomi- 
nated by the President of the United States, in 
accordance with the Haytian-American Convention. 
The Customs are administered in accordance with 
the Law of 4th September, 1905, as amended by 
subsequent legislation. The actual! Tariff, with few 
alterations, has been in existence since about 1870, 
and is therefore very difficult to administer. The 
policy of the administration has very naturally been 
to obtain as much revenue as possible by the strict 
application of the Law, which authorises fines of 
20 per cent. of the duties leviable for the least 
infraction of any instruction. Shippers who aré 
not accustomed to trade with Hayti should pay 
creat attention to the manner in which shipping 
documents must be prepared. The most frequent 
causes of fines are lack of details and the fact that 
the Consular invoice does not tally exactly with the 
shipper’s invoice. Importers have been fined 
because they have received samples described 
simply as ‘*‘ samples without commercial value,’’ 
instead of being described as so many hanks of 
string, blotters, calendars, etc., worth so much. 
In May, 1923, the Receiver-General appointed a 
special board, known as the Customs Board of 
Review, to decide all cases of contest in the matter 
of interpretation and construction of Customs laws. 
The Board, however, has not yet commenced to 
function. It is understood that the present Tariff 
will be revised and that the matter is being con- 
sidered by the Government. 


Metuops or BUSINESS. 


There is no hard dividing line between wholesale 
and retail operations, for it is impossible to deter-

mine by standards known to more developed com- 
mercial communities where the dividing line comes 
between a wholesale and retail vendor of matches 
(to quote a concrete example) when the peasant 
consumer buys six matches at a time. Thus it 
happens that even the largest wholesale importer 
will not refuse to sell direct to the individual con- 
sumer. This state of affairs requires attention when 
the question of appointing an agent arises, When 
the larger importing houses are concerned this 
aspect can be ignored, as they can be relied upon 
to sell their principal’s goods to the consumer at 
a higher price than they would sell wholesale to 
another retailer. There are, however, many houses 
on which no such reliance can be placed, and these 
houses would undertake an agency for the purpose 
of being in a position to sell by retail their 
principal’s goods at ‘‘ cut *’ prices. The result 
would be that no other retailer would buy 
from the agent, and the sales would be confined 
to the agent’s retail store. For this and other 
reasons an agent should only be appointed after 
very careful investigation, preferably carried out 
on the spot by a travelling representative. The 
Haytian market, being small, is frequently and 
easily overstocked, and, because of the small capital 
employed, arrangements with creditors are often 
offered and obtained. It is therefore very desirable 
that British exporters should obtain if possible a 
reliable agent and refrain from trading direct with 
any but firms of recognised standing. 

British exporters should, wherever possible, send 
samples to prospective agents, and should offer to 
pay the Customs duties on any samples sent. It 
must be realised it is no longer a privilege to buy 
British goods, and that orders must be solicited and 
the potential client not antagonised by a “‘ take it or 
leave it’’ ultimatum. Price lists must be furnished 
in accordance with local requirements, and those 
tor the use of agents must on no account show net 
prices, but should show prices which include the 
agent’s commission and all trade and eash discounts. 


NATURAL RESOURCES. 


Although there are said to be considerable 
mineral deposits, it is generally agreed that the 
economic future of Hayti depends upon agriculture. 
Since the French colonial period there was, until 
quite recently, no organised agriculture of any 
kind. Coftee, the staple product of the country, 
grows semi-wild, and similarly cotton, the second 
product of importance. In 1918 an American cor- 
poration put 2,700 acres in the St. Michel Valley 
into cultivation and planted a long staple cotton 
from seed imported from the United States of 
America. The first crop was attacked by boll- 
rot. Subsequent experiments have shown that the 
native cotton is not susceptible to the disease. It 
seems, therefore, that the future of cotton produc- 
tion will depend upon improving the native cotton. 

There are plantations ot sugar cane in the plains 
of Leogane and the Cul-de-Sac. The Haytian- 
American Sugar Company is understood to be 
replanting its plantations with a type of cane im- 
ported from Porto Rico which resists disease and 
gives a greater production to the acre. This com- 
pany during the past year produced some 9,500 
tons of sugar. 

In June, 1925, the California Packing Corpora- 
tion obtained a concession for a term of fifty years 
for the cultivation and packing of pineapples. 
Planting has already commenced in the northern 
plain around Cape Haiten, and it is understood 
that results have been encouraging. 

There is no doubt that agriculture in Havti can 
he greatly developed. There is scope for the 
employment of capital in organised agricultural 
enterprise, but capital is discouraged by the lack of 
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irrigation and transport. The proposed linking up 
of the present isolated branches of the ‘* Compagnie 
Nationale des Chemins de Fer d’Haiti’’ and its 
extension into the central plain would go a long 
way to remove the latter disability. Irrigation, 
on account of the large capital investment involved, 
is a far more difficult problem. At the present time 
only a very small part of the central plain, a 
plateau 1,200 feet above sea level, and the rich 
alluvial valley of the river Artibonite, both regions 
being eminently suitable for organised enterprise, 
are capable of cultivation. 

Until some means can be found to carry out 
adequate irrigation projects, attention must be con- 
fined to the conservation and economical distribu- 
tion of the present available water and to the 
improvements of the staple products. It is thought 
that by improvement in handling and methods of 
marketing the production of coffee, which already 
amounts to 68 per cent. of all exports, could be 
increased. When the world’s market is low the 
peasant is discouraged from marketing his coffee, 
because the burden of the export tax of 3 cents gold 
per pound, which does not vary with the value of 
coffee, is borne entirely by him. It is understood 
that the Government is considering the possibility 
of reducing the amount of the export tax, but as 
35 per cent. of all revenues comes from the. tax on 
coffee, other sources of revenue will have first 4o 
be discovered and then tapped. 

The production of cotton, which now amounts to 
15 per cent. of all products, can be increased by 
educating the peasant producers into taking more 
intelligent care of their plants, 

Logwood, the third product in order of import- 
ance, has been taken from the areas around the 
open ports. Until more areas are opened up and 
facilities for transport made available, no appreci- 
able increase in production can take place. 

The Government, realising the importance of 
agriculture in the economic development of the 
country, has appointed an agricultural adviser, 
nominated by the President of the United States, 
in accordance with the expressed objects of the 
Haytian-American Convention, and it is proposed 
to establish a system of agricultural education. 





DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 
STEADY TRADE RECOVERY. 


For the past seven years-the Dominican Republic 
has enjoved the blessings of internal peace and 
security. Commercial progress, which had_ been 
formerly retarded by intermittent revolutions and 
banditry in the interior, has benefited accordingly. 
During this period the country’s finances have been 
placed upon a stable basis, and an extensive pro- 
eramme of road construction has aided both com- 
mercial distribution and social intercourse. The 
universal economic upheaval of 1920, with its conse- 
quent fall in values for the natural products of the 
Republic, caused a severe financial strain, resulting 
in many failures among Dominican planters and 
merchants. But, states Mr. Darrell Wilson, H.M. 
Consul at Santo Domingo City, in his Report* on 
Eeonomic, Financial, and Commercial conditions 
in the Republic, following improved recent prices 
for sugar, coffee, and cocoa in particular, there are 
signs of slightly better economic conditions should 
prices be maintained at a fair level. 








*Report on the Economic, Financial, and Commercial Con- 
ditions in the Dominican Republic, by Mr. Darrell Wilson, 
H.M. Consul and Chargé d’Affaires, Santo Domingo City, 
and in the Republic of Hayti, by Mr. J. E. M. Carvell, 
H.M. Consul and Chargé d’ Affaires, Port-au-Prince.

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Certain banks are still carrying slow old accounts, 
resulting from excessive credits in the period of 
prosperity preceding the general slump, but these 
are being gradually reduced, and losses will not be 
as heavy as anticipated. This particularly applies 
to the accounts of coffee and sugar planters, who, 
on account of high prices, have done well during 
the past year. The general situation is not yet, 
however, clear, and a few more commercial failures 
may possibly occur: Banking credit generally is 
on a scale less than that before the commercial 
crisis of 1920, but reliable firms have little difficulty 
in borrowing for their legitimate requirements at 
9 per cent. to 12 per cent. 

Two British banks operate in the Republic—the 
Royal Bank of Canada and the Bank of Nova 
Scotia, with six and three branches respectively. 


STATE OF TRADE. 


Recovery from the economic crisis of 1920 has been 
a slow and painful process. The beginning of 1921 found 
Dominican merchants with heavy, high-priced stocks on 
hand, in many cases bought by extended credit overdrafts 
at the banks, which they were unable to dispose of readily, 
as the purchasing power of the public had been almost 
halved owing to the great drop in values of Dominican 
staple products. In addition to this, the optimism felt 
during prosperity had led many importers to grant indis- 
criminate and unwise credits to retailers and small traders. 
After the fall in prices a high percentage of such book 
accounts became heavy losses, and this factor has probably 
been the greatest single cause of the many liquidations 
which followed. The years 1921 and 1922 have seen the 
slow process of weeding out many firms who were forced 
into liquidation, while others have since made arrange- 
ments with their creditors, in most cases on a percentage 
basis ranging from as low as 10 per cent. up to 50 per 
cent. in two to four years. In spite of these liberal 
arrangements, collections in many cases still continue a 
matter of some difficulty, especially among the Syrian 
community, who largely control the dry-goods trade. 

By September, 1923, there were signs of slightly more 
promising conditions for the import trade. It would appear 
that considerable progress in the slow process of the liquida- 
tion of old stocks of merchandise has been accomplished. 
Various business firms have now reorganised upor a more 
stable basis and have crossed off their bad debts, while the 
financial obligations or weakness of others is more clearly 
known. Satisfactory prices obtained for sugar, cocoa, 
coffee, etc., early in 1923 afforded Dominican merchants 
and planters a fair profit, and generally improved the 
situation, although business in the Cibao or northern 
section of the Republic still remains depressed. 

The business position may, in short, be described as 
better, but not yet entirely stable. The moment is, 
however, premature for endeavouring to attract British 
goods with the promise of ready and voluminous sales, 
as the credit of most importers still requires very careful 
attention, while, on the other hand, most classes of goods 
cannot be placed, except on credit terms offering the 
importer ample facility for disposal before payment. 

At the same time, while an import trade balance in 
1921 amounting to nearly four million dollars was con- 
verted into an export balance of nearly a million dollars 
in 1922, imports steadily increased again during 1923. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND HER COMPETITORS. 


The chief imports from the United Kingdom consist 
of cotton textiles, including linen drills, rice, machinery, 
liquors and beverages, coal, wire, jute bags, structural 
material, paints and pigments, chemical products, and 
galvanised iron sheets. Imports from Canada include 
salted fish and flour in increasing quantities. 

The British exporter’s principal competitor is the United 
States. Consequent upon conditions during the war the 
United States may still, in fact, be considered as the 
universal provider to this market. American competition 
in the cheaper lines of cotton goods is especially strong, 
covering cheap calico prints, ginghams, denims, ducks, etc. 
Competition is also keen in corrugated iron, practically 
the only form of roofing used. Proximity to the Caribbean 
Sea, regular steamship communications, generous credit 
terms, the same currency, and frequent visits of American 
commercial travellers all combine to give American 
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exporters an enormous advantage over their European 
rivals. In addition, most of the large sugar mills are 
financed from New York and purchase their supplies there. 

Imports from Germany have increased, and mainly 
consist of lager beer, cheap hardware and _ hollow-ware, 
crockery, glassware, chemicals, textiles, tools and cutlery. 
Economic end political instability upon the Continent 
have, however, already begun to show their effect by 
longer delayed deliveries from Germany (except beer) in 
1923. 

Imports from France consist of drugs, chemicals, tinned 
and bottled fools, wines and liquors, toilet requisites, 
certain textiles, perfumery and cosmetics, silks, etc. 
Dominicans are extremely fond of dosing themselves with 
patent medicines, and there are, in consequence, large 
sales of French chemical products and patent medicines. 

Holland exports to this country tinned butter, cheese, 
condensed milk, candles, etc., although a large share of 
imports shown as being from Holland are German goods 
transhipped at Amsterdam. 

Denmark supplies tinned butter, condensed milk, beer, 
etc., and the bulk of the cement imports; almost all 
merchandise shown as imported from the Virgin Islands 
is actually of Danish origin transhipped at St. Thomas. 


OPENINGS FOR BritisH TRADE. 


While the moment is not yet considered opportune to 
recommend any relaxation of vigilance as to credits in 
general, it is felt that a too uncompromising attitude 
towards really reliable importers and trustworthy agents 
will not permit British trade to expand as it should. 
Selected credits of 60 to 90 days, when convenient, should 
be allowed to Dominican importers, whose standing has 
been previously confirmed from reliable sources, in order 
to permit fair opportunity for disposal of merchandise 
before payment, while in doubtful cases careful enquiries 
should be made to the Royal Bank of Canada or the Bank 
of Nova Scotia through the usual banking channels. 

While it is preferable to conduct correspondence in 
Spanish, English may be used in many cases. Far more 
important points to which attention should be paid are 
the quoting of prices c.i.f. Dominican ports, and, whenever 
possible, in American dollars. Providing that prices can 
compete with the American,. and, in some cases, the 
German article, and that quotations are made c.i.f., and 
whenever possible in dollars, it is believed that British 
firms should do a larger share of the trade in the following 
articles, which should be of cheap grade rather than of 
better finish :— 

Biscuits, confectionery, cocoa, jams and pickles, sauces and 
spices, liquors, whisky, gin, mineral waters, candles, cotton 
textiles, ducks, drills, cheap lace, cheap hosiery, light woollen 
goods and cashmeres, blankets, cheap caps, straw hats, felt 
hats, men’s furnishings, linen drills, jute sacks, fishing lines and 
nets, pharmaceutical products, toilet requisites, soap (laundry 
and toilet), hardware, plantation tools (hoes, machetes, coffee- 
diggers, cane knives), axes, carpenters’ tools, hollow-ware, 
cheap cutlery, pocket knives, nails, tacks and screws, wire 
netting, barbed wire, crockery, sanitary ware (baths, closets), 
cement, structural material, twisted rods, iron piping, hand 
pumps, galvanised iron sheets (corrugated and plain), paints 
and colours, linseed oil, inks and printing inks, cheap stationery 
in blocks and boxes, plated ware, tyres, sporting goods. 


SUITABLE REPRESENTATION, 


This factor, combined with the lack of resident British 
merchants, is considered the present weak spot of British 
export sales to the Republic. Once a suitable agent has 
been recommended through reliable sources, he should be 
given every help to increase his sales by reasonable credit 
facilities, and if the article is hitherto unknown upon 
this market, or involves large capital for sales in bulk, 
the first few shipments should be sent on consignment. 
Commissions offered by British firms often are not 
attractive enough when compared with those offered by 
competing American houses, who also usually allow an 
agent fair expenses for advertising in the local press. An 
agent must be able to base his sales upon c.i.f. prices in 
dollars, and cannot be expected to forfeit loss by exchange 
out of a small commission. Possibly the safest way to 
expand British trade in this market is by the selection 
of sufficient reliable agents, to whom sales-stimulating 
terms should be offered.*

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


PROMISING TRADE PROSPECTS FOR 1924. 


It is expected that 1924 will prove the most 
momentous and beneficial year for British trade 
since the war. In addition to the great Exhibition 
at Wembley, the British Industries Fair at the 
White City is already assured of such support from 
overseas buyers as will probably establish a record. 

In previous years the Fair has been held in 
February. This year, to meet the convenience of 
the many buyers who will be attending the opening 
weeks of the British Empire Exhibition, it has 
been decided to hold it in London, from 28th April 
to 9th May, and at Castle Bromwich Aerodrome, 
Birmingham, from 12th to 23rd May. Asa result, 
it is expected that the number of buyers visiting 
the Fair will be far ahead of past years. 








INVITATIONS AND ACCEPTANCES. 
A quarter of a million invitations are annually 
issued by the organisers, the Department of Over-

From the point of view of the trade buyer, this 
is of the greatest value in facilitating actual busi- 
ness. Another important factor for the conduct of 
business in comfort and with dispatch is that, in 
both London and Birmingham, all the exhibits are 
under one roof. 


The national importance of increased export trade 
is now generally understood, and a great number 
of the exhibitors at the Fair have shown their 
appreciation of this fact by devoting the past year 
to a study of the needs of overseas markets. Prices, 
too, are lower as a whole than at any time since 
the war. 

It has, during recent years, become a widely 
adopted rule for exhibitors to make the Fair their 
first opportunity of marketing their new lines for 
overseas consumption. There are indications that 
the coming Fair will be particularly valuable to 
buyers in this connection. 

As in past years, there will be an Information 


Bureau, where trade enquiries of all kinds can be 
satisfied, and representatives of the Department of 
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seas Trade. Of these a considerable quantity have 
already been issued to buyers in the more distant 
parts of the world. Of the acknowledgments so 
far received, over 60 per cent. state that the writers 
have definitely arranged to attend. <A feature of 
these replies is the large proportion received from 
far away countries which have not been represented 
at previous Fairs. Iceland, Ecuador, Chile, Siam, 
Peru, China, and Siberia will be among those 
represented, in addition to the better-known com- 
mercial centres from which buyers attend the Fair 
each year as part of their regular business. Reports 
from Constantinople show that great interest in the 
lair is being shown in Turkey, and reports from the 
remainder of the Near East are also encouraging. 

Kach of these buyers will receive a copy of the 
Fair catalogue immediately on his arrival. Classi- 
fied by trades, this catalogue is so valuable as a 
permanent directory of British trades that applica- 
tions for it are received throughout the year from 
buyers in all parts of the werld.

IMPORTS OF MOTOR-CARS, MOTOR-CYCLES, 
PARTS, AND ACCESSORIES. 

A comparative statement of the value of imports of 
motor-cars, motor-cycles, and accessories into Malaya 
during the last three years is interesting, showing, as it 
does, the complete ascendancy of the American-made car 
in the Malayan market. The majority of the motor-cycles 
used in Malaya are of British manufacture, and it follows 
that the comparative values of American and British cars 
imported must be even more out of proportion than is 
shown by the figures below, in which values of cars, cycles, 
and accessories are lumped together. 

When the excellent road system of Malaya and the 
almost universal use of motor-cars by Europeans and 
wealthy Malays and Chinese is considered, it appears 
unfortunate that the British manufacturer is not able to 
secure a better market for reliable and well-finished British 
cars in competition with the cheaper but inferior product 
of American manufacture.

SOUTH AFRICA. 
AGRICULTURAL AND TRADE CONDITIONS. 


(From H.M, Senior Trade Commissioner.) 
Care Town. 
At the end of October last there appeared every prospect 
of a good season, as rain was reported to have begun all 
over the country, slightly later than the average, but in 


plenty of time for the maize crop. Reports of loss of stock 
owing to shortage of feed made sensational reading, but

these are normal every year, and will continue to be so 
so long as the growing and conserving ot feed for winter 
months, when rain is unusual, is not more generally 
practised, 

Rain was fairly general and heavy until the-middle of 
November, and then died aw ay, and for the following two 
months was everywhere far below the average. In some 
districts there has been little ploughing and in others 
the sown crop has died off. 

The locust pest was met with elaborate organisation, and 
thousands of swarms have been exterminated before they 
reached the flying stage. Probably, had crops and grazing 
been good all over the country, the damage done this year 
would have been considered trifling, so thoroughly, on the 
whole, has the work of poisoning been carried out. It 
appears, too, that the natural enemies of the locust, a 
parasitic fly and the great locust bird, have got the upper 
hand, and the rainfall appears to have become intensified 
to a satisfactory degree, so that even if the maize crop 
is—as it will be—very short, there should be adequate 
winter feed. Sheep farmers have, no doubt, lost heavily 
owing to the drought, but the enormous prices of wool 
have more than compensated. Loss of cattle has also been 
severe, and in this case there is ho compensating high 
price. Cotton is reported to have stood the drought well. 

The general improvement in trade still continues, The 
returns at the time of writing are only published to the 
end of October, but the totals for 1923 show increases 
in both imports and exports. The Union revenue to the 
end of December shows heavy increases under most heads 
as compared with 1922, the chief exception being Income 
Tax and the vanishing Excess Profits Tax collection. The 
Customs revenue also marks an increase of £640,000 on 
that for the same period of 1922, and the collection 
for the completed months is 80 per cent. of the total 
estimated for the fiscal year. The improvement in the 
Railway and Post Office returns has also been fully 
maintained. 

The gold mining industry is profiting by the increased 
premium on gold, and the decision was recently announced 
that, through a bonus, the mine employees are to have a 
share. Against this must be set off the Bank rate of 
exchange on London, which has continued heavily against 
exporters. Diamond mining shows no further expansion 
as yet, owing to the quietness of the diamond market, but 
production has been about half that of a good average 
year.

DENMARK. 





INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS IN 1925. 
(From the Commercial Secretary.) 
COPENHAGEN. 

According to the Statistical Economical Review for 
1923, recently issued by the Danish Statistical Depart- 
ment, the improvement in the tobacco and footwear 
industries is partly due to the cessation of competition 
from abroad. ‘Thus in 1922 Excise duty was paid on a 
total of about 375 million cigars and cigarillos, of which 
about 100 millions came from abroad. Corresponding 
figures for 1923 are not yet available, but some idea of 
the change that has occurred in this direction may be 
gathered from trade statistics, according to which the 
import of cigars in 1922 amounted to one-ninth of the 
import of raw tobacco, but in 1923 fell to one-thirty-third, 
or to proportionately four times less. 

The development is similar in respect of the footwear 


industry. Imports of leather footwear in 1922 are esti- 
mated to have amounted to about a million pairs, compared 
with a production of 1:4 million pairs. In 1923 the 


import was only about half as great, and the diminished 
import alone has therefore afforded greater opportunities 
for Danish products. Also, the decrease in unemployment 
and the improvement in business and industry in general 
has tended to increase the consumption of both tobacco 
and footwear, since it is safe to infer that the consumption 
of both these commodities varies to a great extent 
according to the general prosperity. Further, the consider- 
able reduction in prices of Danish footwear has presumably 
placed that industry in a better position competitively. 
Such a reduction has been made possible, among other

reasons, by the considerable fall in the prices of hides 
and skins. 
Iron AND. Woop-WorKING. 


As regards the iron and wood-working industries, 
increased employment of the mercantile fleet has conduced 
to increased activity at the shipyards, while the two 
branches in question have also naturally benefited from 
the greater degree of employment in industries in general 
and from the improvement in the building trades. 


BuiLtpinGc INpDusSTRY. 


The present increased activity in the building industry 
is partly spontaneous and partly due to the utilisation of 
the facilities accorded by the Building Loan of 23rd 
December, 1922, the purpose of which was the more even 
distribution of building over the whole year, and which 
resulted in increased autumn and winter work. The 
amount of building that has taken place, however, has 
not been sufficient to alleviate the shortage of houses, 
since the number of persons for whom housing accommoda- 
tion had to be found by the municipalities in 1923 showed 
a slight increase over 1922. 

TEXTILE INDUSTRY. 

As regards the textile industry, employment shows a 
decrease, which is attributed to the strong foreign com- 
petition in the more usual kinds of cotton piece-goods. 
The trade statistics show a considerably increased import 
of these goods in 1923 as compared with the previous 
year. In the latter part of last year there was, 
in addition, a sharp, rise in the prices of wool and 
cotton, especially the latter, owing to the decline in 
cotton production, which led to New York quota- 
tions advancing from 27 cents per lb. in the middle 
of the year to 37:60 cents at the end of November. Later, 
however, some reaction followed the reports of better 
harvest prospects, but the rise occasioned some hesitation 
on the part of manufacturers, and therefore contributed 
towards a decrease in employment. The decreased employ- 
ment in the making-up (confection) trade is also attributed 
to foreign competition. 





ESTHONIA. 
CROPS IN, 1923. 


According to the Esthonian Central Statistics Bureau, 
the crops during the year under review were affected to 
a certain extent by the wet summer, but in spite of the 
adverse weather conditions the yield of rye and wheat was 
satisfactory and exceeded the crops of the previous vear. 

The area under crop cultivation was 635,995 hectares, as 
compared with 639,175 hectares. Of this amount, rye 
accounted for 164,442 hectares, oats 152,950 hectares, barley 
126,318 hectares, potatoes 72,330 hectares, vetches 66,532 
hectares, tlax 30,650 hectares, and wheat 22,773 hectares. 


Totart, Crop PRODUCTION. 


The total crop production amounted to 1,166,915 tons, 
as compared with 1,292,688 tons in 1922. The following 
table shows the principal crop productions, together with 
the comparative figures for 1922:—

The total value of imports into Finland from the United 
Kingdom during 1923 was £5,018,905, as compared with 
£5,098,433 in 1922, whilst the total value of imports from 
all sources was £27,101,323 and £23,352,067 respectively. 
A large proportion of these imports represented textiles 
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(including textile fabrics, spinning materials, yarns and 
cordage, and various textile goods), £2,027,339.

INCREASED Exports. 

Exports from Finland to the United Kingdom in. 1923 
amounted in value to £10,678,259, as against £9,720,742 
in the previous year, whilst the total exports to all 
countries were valued at £25,792,780 and £26,280,109 
1respectively. 

The three principal exports to the United Kingdom 
were timber and wooden articles, £6,947,208; pulp, pulp 
boards, and paper, £2,362,258; and animal foodstuffs,

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1925.

The figures given above afford, however, a basis for 
estimating the value of German foreign trade. In spite 
of the price increase which has occurred on the world’s 
market since 1913, imports in 1923 amounted to only 
about 54 per cent. and exports to only about 594 per cent. 
of those in 1913. Leaving the price increase out of con- 
sideration, and taking the values of 1913, a decline in 
imports to about 43 per cent. and in exports to about 525 
per cent. is shown to have taken place.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
OUTLOOK FOR BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


It has been recognised that one of the chief factors in 
the industrial revival in the United States from its 
beginning in 1922 has been the great amount of building 
construction under way, states the National City Bank 
of New York. The explanation is to be found in the 
restriction of such work during the war, and high costs 
in the years immediately following. The Copper and 
Brass Research Association has completed a survey of 
such construction in 1923, and sums up the result, divided 
among the different, classes of buildings , as follows :—

The review estiinates ‘that on Ist January, 1922, the 
deficit in building expenditures resulting from the war 
was 6,363 million dols., that this was reduced in 1922 by 
1,785 million dols., and in 1923 by 2,617,900,000 dols., 
leaving a shortage on Ist January, 1924, of 1,960,935,000 
dols, 

The expenditure for 1924 is estimated at 4,835,935,000 
dols., of which amount 3,125 million dols. will represent 
the normal requirements for population growth, leaving 
an uncovered deficit at the end of the year.

Bradstreet’s reports do not estimate the total building 
operations, but give the building permits granted in the 
principal cities for ordinary house, office, store, and factory 
construction in the last six years as follows :—

A little more than one-half of the construction was in 
these five cities. 

There was a falling off of permits during the summer, 
but an increase in the last three months of the year, 
which, together with activity in new operations, gives 
strong promise of large expenditures this year. buiiding 
contracts awarded in 27 north-eastern States in December, 
as reported by the F. W. Dodge Corporation, were 25 
per cent. larger than in December, 1922. Winter work 
is on a larger scale than ever before. In New York City 
wages in the building trades have been advanced 50 cents 
per day under an agreement running two years. Building 
materials are slightly lower than in the spring of 1923. 
Over the country generally building costs probably will 
be about the same as last year. From the amount of 
work actually under contract it seems safe to predict 
that building operations will be at about the capacity of 
the industry, at least during the first six months,

ROUMANIA. 
LEI DEPOSIT REGULATIONS. 


(From the Commercial Secretary.) 
| BUCHAREST. 

With reference to the notices in the issues of the 

Journal’ of 1l2th July, 1923 (page 36) and Llth October, 
1923 (page 3/1) concerning lei deposits in Roumania, the 
Office of Control of Foreign Kxchange issued on 29th 
January last a Circular (No. 2223), a translation of which 
is, in part, as under :— 

‘‘In as much as, through the measures taken by the 
Central Office for the Control of Foreign Exchanges, 
blocked deposits of lei have almost completely disappeared, 
either by being released on the basis of documents, or by 
their negotiation for commercia] purposes, ail banks still 
holding blocked deposits are hereby informed tiat they 
must, aS soon as possible, request their correspondents to 
take the necessary steps to obtain the free disposal of 
their deposits in lei. 

‘‘ For the inability to dispose of a sum from the fact 
that it is blocked those will be responsible who have not 
understood how to make use of the numerous and very 
simple forms placed at the disposal of those interested 
by the Office. 

‘‘ Foreign houses who still have blocked deposits in lei, 
of which the origin was not of a commercial nature, and 
those who have had difficulty in producing documents, 
shall be able to obtain the liberation of their deposits by 
addressing to the Office a petition in which is shown :— 

‘(1) What was the total amount of the account on 9th 
November, 1921? 

““ (2) What was the total amount of the account on Ist 
March, 1923? 

‘“‘ (3) The present total of the Account ?’’ 

‘We take this opportunity of reminding (interested 
parties) of the following regarding the crediting of 
foreigners in account with lei :— 

‘(1) No sum of lei can be passed into a foreign account 
without the approval of the Office. Exception is 
made for deposits up to 5,000 lei inclusive, which 
can be made in any foreign account without the 
depositor’s asking the approval of the Office, and 
sums up to 20,000 lei inclusive, which can be 
disposed of without this approval when the deposit 
is' for a ‘ personal’ account of an industrial institu- 
tion, a commercial house (not a bank), or an insur- 
ance company. (N.b.—Accounts of insurance com- 
panies are among those liberated by the Office 
according to our Circular No. 1428 of 4th September, 
1923. ) 

‘< (2) Even less than the above (i.e., in no case whatever) 
may a sum be passed into a blocked account. In 
cases where it is a question of a ‘ protested’ bill 
or cheque an authorisation may he asked for from 
the Office to have their counter value passed into a 
‘free’ lei account. This authorisation will be given 
on condition that documents proving commercial 
transactions be afterwards submitted.’ 











FOREIGN EXCHANGE OPERATIONS. 
(From the Commercial Secretary.) 
BUCHAREST. 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 6th 
December, 1923 (page 593), concerning Roumanian Foreign 
Exchanges, the Office of Control of Foreign Exchange issued 
on 4th February, 1924, a Circular (No. 2260), a translation 

which is, in part, as under: 

“You are requested to note that in future no s&le of 
foreign bills, ete. (devises), made by a foreign house on 
our market through your good selves will be authorised 
if not accompanied by a formal declaration by your good 
selves to the effect that the counter value in lei of the 
foreign bills, ete. (devises), sold is to be used by the foreign 
selling house exclusively for economic transactions, and 
that it does not represent a simple exchange transaction, 
but, on the contrary, that this counter value will be used 
for commercial payments or for operations wiich have 
nothing in common with speculative exchange transactions. 

‘‘ Note that Article 6 of the Law provides punishments 
for these who endeavour to make a profit, either directly 
or indirectly, by speculating in the national money. 

“ We draw the above to the special attention of houses 
with branches abroad, or those which are affiliated with 


foreign houses.’’ 








Commercial Treaties and 
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GERMANY. 





TREATY OF FRIENDSHTP, COMMERCE, 
AND CONSULAR RIGHTS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Treaty 
of Friendship, Commerce, and Consular Rights which was 
signed at Washington on 8th December, 1923, between 
the United States and Germany. 


The Treaty does not come into force until ratifications 
have been exchanged, and then it remains in force for 
a term of ten years. Ratification has not yet taken place, 
but so soon as this occurs notification will appear in the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal.”’ 


The following is the text of the Treaty :— 


TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE, AND ConsuLAR Rie@nutTs 
BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND GERMANY. 


ARTICLE I. 


The nationals of each of the High Contracting Parties 
shall be permitted to enter, travel, and reside in the 
territories of the other; to exercise liberty of conscience 
and freedom of worship; to engage in_ professional, 
scientific, religious, philanthropic, manufacturing, and 
commercial work ot every kind without interference; to 
carry on every form of commercial activity which is not 
forbidden by the local law; to own, erect, or lease and 
occupy appropriate buildings, and to lease lands for resi- 
dential, scientific, religious, philanthropic, manufacturing, 
commercial, and mortuary purposes; to employ agents of 
their choice, and generally to do anything incidental 
to or necessary for the enjoyment of any of the foregoing 
privileges upon the same terms as nationals of the State 
of residence or as nationals of the nation hereafter to be 
most. favoured by it, submitting themselves to all local 
laws and ‘regulations duly established. 

The nationals of either High Contracting Party within 
the territories of the other shall not be subjected to the 
payment of any internal charges or taxes other or higher 
than those that are exacted of and paid by its nationals. 

The nationals of each High Contracting Party shall 
enjoy freedom of access to the Courts of Justice of the 
other on conforming to the local laws, as well for the 
prosecution as for the defence of their rights, and in all 
degrees of jurisdiction established by law. 

The nationals of each High Contracting Party shall 
receive within the territories of the other, upon submitting 
to conditions imposed upon its nationals, the most constant 
protection and security for their persons and property, 
and shall enjoy in this respect that degree of protection 
that is required by international law. Their property 
shall not be taken without due process of law and without 
payment of just compensation. 

Artic ie II. 


With respect to that form of protection granted by 
National, State, or Provincial laws establishing civil 
liability for injuries or for death, and giving to relatives 
or heirs or dependents of an injured party a right of 
action or a pecuniary benefit, such relatives or heirs or 
dependents of the injured party, himself a national of 
either of the High Contracting Parties, and within any 
of the territories of the other, shall, regardless of their 
alienage or residence outside of the territory where the 
injury occurred, enjoy the same rights and privileges as 
are or may be granted to nationals, and under like 
conditions. 


Anrticie III. 


The dwellings, warehouses, manufactories, shops, and 
other places of business, and all premises thereto apper- 
taining of the nationals of each of the High Contracting 
Parties in the territories of the other used for any purposes 
set forth in Article I, shall be respected. It shall not 
be allowable to make a domiciliary visit to, or search 
of any such buildings and premises, or there to examine 
or inspect books, papers, or accounts, except. under: the 
conditions and in conformity with the forms prescribed 
by the laws, ordinances, and regulations for nationals. 
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ArticLe LV. 


Where, on the death of any person holding real or other 
immovable property or interests therein within the terri- 
tories of one High Contracting Party, such property or 
interests therein would, by the laws of the country or 
by a testamentary disposition, descend or pass to a national 
of the other High Contracting Party, whether resident or 
non-resident, were he not disqualified by the laws of the 
country where such property or interests therein is or 
are situated, such nationa] shall be allowea a term of 
three years in which to sell the same, this term to be 
reasonably prolonged if circumstances render it necessary, 
and withdraw the proceeds thereof, without restraint or 
interference, and exempt from any succession, probate, or 
administrative duties or charges other than those which 
may be imposed in like cases upon the nationals of the 
country from which such proceeds may be drawn. 

Nationals of either High Contracting Party may have 
full power to dispose of their personal property of every 
kind within the territories of the other, by testament, 
donation, or otherwise, and their heirs, legatees, and 
donees, of whatsoever nationality, whether resident or non- 
resident, shall succeed to such personal property, and may 
take possession thereof, either by themselves or by others 
acting for them, and retain or dispose of the same at 
their pleasure, subject to the payment of such duties or 
charges only as the nationals of the High Contracting 
Party within whose territories such property may be or 
belong shall be liable to pay in like cases. 


ARTICLE V. 


The nationals of each of the High Contracting Parties 
in the exercise of the right of freedom of worship, within 
the territories of the other, as hereinabove provided, may, 
without annoyance or molestation of any kind by reason 
of their religious belief or otherwise, conduct services 
either within their own houses or within any appropriate 
buildings which they may be at liberty to erect and 
maintain in convenient situations, provided their teachings 
or practices are not contrary to public morals; and they 
may also be permitted to bury their dead according to 
their religious customs in suitable and convenient places 
established and maintained for the purpose, subject to 
the reasonable mortuary and sanitary laws and regulations 
of the place of burial. 


ArTICLE VI. 


In the event of war between either High Contracting 
Party and a third State, such Party may draft for com- 
pulsory military service nationals of the other having a 
permanent residence within its territories and who have 
formally, according to its laws, declared an intention to 
awdopt ‘ts nationality by naturalisation, unless such indi- 
viduals depart from the territories of said belligerent 
Party within sixty days after a declaration of war. 


Articite VII. 


Between the territories of the High Contracting Parties 
there shall be freedom of commerce and navigation. The 
nationals of each of the High Contracting Parties equally 
with those of the most favoured nation shall have liberty 
freely to come with their vessels and cargoes to al] places, 
ports, and waters of every kind within the territorial 
limits of the other which are, or may be, open to foreign 
commerce and navigation. Nothing in this Treaty shall 
be construed to restrict the right of either High Con- 
tracting Party to impose, on such terms as it may see 
fit, prohibitions or restrictions of a sanitary character 
designed to protect human, animal, or plant life, or 
regulations for the enforcement of police cr revenue laws. 

Kach of the High Contracting Parties binds itself uncon- 

ditionally to impose no higher or other duties or conditions 
and no prohibition on the importation of any article, the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of the territories of the 
other than are, or shall be, imposed on the importation 
of any like article the growth, produce, or manufacture 
of any other foreign country. 
"Each of the High Contracting Parties also binds itself 
unconditionally to impose no higher or other charges or 
other restrictions or prohibitions on goods exported to the 
territories of the other High Contracting Party than are 
imposed on goods exported to any other foreign country. 

Any advantage of whatsoever kind which either High 
Contracting Party may extend to any article the growth, 
produce, or manufacture of any other foreign country 
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shall simultaneously and unconditionally, without request 
and without .compensation, be extended to the like article 
the growth, produce, or manufacture of the other High 
Contracting Party. 

All the articles which are, or may be, legally imported 
from foreign countries into ports of the United States, in 
United States vessels, may likewise be imported into those 
ports in German vessels, without being liable to any 
other or higher duties or charges whatsoever than if such 
articles were imported in United States vessels; and, 
reciprocally, all articles which are or may be legally 
imported from foreign countries into the ports of Germany, 
in German vessels, may likewise be imported into these 
ports in United States vessels without being liable to any 
other or higher duties or charges whatsoever than if such 
were imported from foreign countries in German vessels. 

With respect to the amount and collection of duties on 
imports and exports of every kind, each of the two High 
Contracting Parties binds itself to give to the nationais, 
vessels, and goods of the other the advantage of: every 
favour, privilege, or immunity which it shall have 
accorded to the nationals, vessels, and goods of a third 
State, and regardless of whether such favoured State shal] 
have been accorded such treatment. Every such favour, 
privilege, or immunity which shall hereafter be granted 
the nationals, vessels, or goods of a third State shall 
simultaneously and unconditionally, without request and 
without compensation, be extended to the other High 
Contracting Party, for the benefit of itself, its nationals, 
and vessels. | 

The stipulations of this Article shall apply to the 
importation of goods into and the exportation of goods 
from all areas within the German Customs lines, but shall 
not extend to the treatment which either Contracting 
Party shall accord to purely border traffic within a zone 
not exceeding ten miles (15 kilometres) wide on either 
side of its Customs frontier, or to the treatment which 
is accorded by the United States to the commerce of Cuba 
under the provisions of the Commercia] Convention con- 
cluded by the United States and Cuba on 11th December, 
1902, or any other commercial convention which hereafter 
may be concluded by the United States with Cuba, or to 
the commerce of the United States with any of its Depen- 
dencies and the Panama Canal Zone under existing or 
future laws. 


ArticLeE VIII. 


The nationals and merchandise of each High Contracting 
Party within the territories of the other shall receive the 
same treatment as nationals and merchandise of the 
country with regard to internal taxes, transit duties, 
charges in respect to warehousing, and other facilities and 
the amount of drawbacks and bounties. 


ARTICLE IX. 


No duties of tonnage, harbour, pilotage, lighthouse, 
quarantine, or other similar or corresponding duties or 
charges of whatever denomination, Jevied in the name 
or for the profit of the Government, public functionaries, 
private individuals, corporations, or establishments of any 
kind shall be imposed in the ports of the territories of 
either country upon the vessels of the other which shall 
not equally, under the same conditions, be imposed on 
national vessels. Such equality of treatment shall apply 
reciprocally to the vessels of the two countries respectively 
from whatever place they may arrive, and whatever may 
be their place of destination. 


ARTICLE X. 


Merchant vessels and other privately owned vessels under 
the flag of either of the High Contracting Parties, and 
carrying the papers required by its national] Jaws in proof 
of nationality, shall, both within the territorial waters 
of the other High Contracting Party and on the high seas, 
be deemed to be the vessels of the Party whose flag is 
flown. 


ArticLte XI. 


Merchant vessels and other privately owned vessels 
under the flag of either of the High Contracting Parties 
shall be permitted to discharge portions of cargoes at 
any port open to foreign commerce in the territories of 
the other High Contracting Party, and to proceed with 
the remaining portions of such cargoes to any other ports 
of the same territories open to foreign commerce, without 
paying other or higher tonnage dues or port charges in 
such cases than would be paid by national] vessels in like 
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circumstances, and they shal] be permitted to load in like 
manner at different ports in the same voyage outward, 
provided, however, that the coasting trade of the United 
states is exempt from the provisions of this Article and 
from the other provisions of this Treaty, and is to be 
regulated according to the laws of the United States in 
relation thereto. it is agreed, however, that the nationals 
of either High Contracting Party shall within the terri- 
tories of the other enjoy with respect to the coasting trade 
the most-favoured-nation treatment. 


ArtTIcLE XII. 


Limited liability and other corporations and associations, 
whether or not tor pecuniary profit, which have been or 
may hereafter be organised in accordance with and under 
the laws, national, State, or provincial, of either High 
Contracting Party, and maintain a central office within 
the territories thereof, shall have their juridical status 
recognised by the other High Contracting Party, provided 
that they pursue no aims within its territories contrary to 
its laws. They shall enjoy free access to the Courts of 
Law and Equity on conforming to the laws regulating the 
matter, as well for the prosecution as for the defence of 
rights in all the degree of jurisdiction established by law. 

The right of such corporations and associations of either 
High Contracting Party so recognised by the other to 
establish themselves within its territories, establish branch 
offices, and fulfil their functions therein shall depend upon, 
and be governed solely by, the consent of such Party as 
expressed in its national, State, or provincial laws. 


ArticLE XIII. 


The nationals of either High Contracting Party shall 
enjoy within the territories of the other, reciprocally and 
upon compliance with the conditions there imposed, such 
rights and privileges as have been, or may hereafter be, 
accorded the nationals of any other State with respect to 
the organisation of and participation in limited liability 
and other corporations and associations, for pecuniary 
profit or otherwise, including the rights ot promotion, 
incorporation, purchase, and ownership and sale of shares 
and the holding of executive or official positions therein. 
In the exercise of the foregoing rights and with respect 
to the regulation or procedure concerning the organisation 
or conduct of such corporations or associations, such 
nationals shall be subjected to no conditions less favourable 
than those which have been or may hereafter be .imposed 
upon the nationals of the most favoured nation. The 
rights of any such corporations or associations as may be 
organised or controlled or participated in by the nationals 
of either High Contracting Party within the territories of 
the other to exercise any of their functions therein, shall 
be governed by the laws and regulations, national, State, 
or provincial, which are in force, or may hereafter be 
established, within the territories of the Party wherein 
they propose to engage in business. The foregoing stipula- 
tions do not apply to the organisation of and participation 
in political associations, 

The nationals of either High Contracting Party shall, 
moreover, enjoy within the territories of the other, recipro- 
cally and upon compliance with the conditions there 
imposed, such rights and privileges as have been, or may 
hereafter be, accorded the nationals of any other State 
with respect to the mining of coal, phosphate, oil, oil 
shale, gas, and sodium on the public domain of the other. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


(a) Manufacturers, merchants, and traders domiciled 
within the jurisdiction of one of the High Contracting 
Parties may operate as commercial travellers, either person- 
ally or by means of agents or employees within the juris- 
diction of the other High Contracting Party, on obtaining 
from the latter, upon payment of a single fee, a licence 
which shall be valid throughout its entire territorial 
jurisdiction. 

In case either of the High Contracting Parties shall be 
engaged in war, it reserves to itself the right to prevent 
from operating within its jurisdiction under the provisions 
of this Article, or otherwise, enemy nationals or other 
aliens whose presence it may consider prejudicial to public 
order and national safety. 

(b) In order to secure the licence above mentioned the 
applicant must obtain from the country of domicile of the 
manufacturers, merchants, and traders represented a 
certificate attesting his character as a commercial traveller. 
This certificate, which shall be issued by the authority to 
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be designated in each country for the purpose, shall be 
viséd by the Consul of the country in which the applicant 
proposes to cperate, and the authorities of the latter shall, 
upon the presentation of such certilicate, issue to the 
applicant the national licence as provided in Section (a). 

(c) A commercial traveller may seil his samples without 
obtaining a specia] licence as an importer. 

(d) Samples without commercial value shall be admitted 
to entry free duty. 

Samples marked, stamped, or defaced in such manner 
that they cannot be put to other uses shall be considered 
as objects without commercial] value, 

(e) Samples having commercial value shall be provision- 
ally admitted upon giving bond for the payment of lawful 
duties if they shall not have been withdrawn from the 
country within a period of six months. 

Duties shall be paid on such portion of the samples as 
shall not have been so withdrawn. 

(f) All Customs formalities shall be simplified as much 
as possible, with a view to avoid delay in the dispatch 
of samples. 

(g) Pedlars and other salesmen who vend directly to the 
consumer, even though they have not an established place 
of business in the country in which they operate, shall not 
be considered as commercial travellers, but shall be subject 
to the licence fees levied on business of the kind which 
they carry on, 

(h) No licence shall be required of: 

(1) Persons travelling only to study trade and its 
needs, even though they initiate commercial relations, 
provided they do not make sales of merchandise. 

(2) Persons operating through local agencies which pay 
the licence fee or other imposts to which their business 
is subject. 

(3) Travellers who are exclusively buyers. 

(2) Any concessions affecting any of the provisions of 
the present Article that may hereafter be granted by 
either High Contracting Party, either by law or by treaty 
or convention, shall immediately be extended to the other 


Party. 
ARTICLE XV. 


(a) Regulations governing the renewal and transfer of 
licences issued under the provisions of Article XIV, and 
the imposition of fines and other penalties for any misuse 
of licences, may be made by either of the High Contracting 
Parties whenever advisable within the terms of Article XLV 
and without prejudice to the rights defined therein. 

If such regulations permit the renewal of licences, the 
fee for renewal will not be greater than that charged for 
the original licence. 

If such regulations permit, the transfer of licences, upon 
satisfactory proof that transferee or assignee is in every 
sense the true successor of the original licensee, and that 
he can furnish a certificate of identification similar to that 
furnished by the original licensee, he will be allowed to 
operate as a commercial traveller pending the arrival of 
the new certificate of identification, but the cancellation 
of the bond for the samples shal] not be effected before the 
arrival of the said certificate. 

(b) It is the citizenship of the firm that the commercial 
traveller represents, and not his own, that governs the 
issuance to him of a certificate of identification. 

The High Contracting Parties agree to empower the 
local Customs officials or other competent authorities to 
issue the said licences upon surrender of the certificate of 
identification and authenticated list of samples, acting ag 
deputies of the central office constituted for the issuance 


‘ and regulation of licences. ‘The said officials shall immedi. 


ately transmit the appropriate documentation to the 
central office, to which the licensee shall thereafter give 
due notice of his intention to ask for the renewal or 
transfer of his licence, if these acts be allowable, or 
cancellation of his bond, upon his departure from the 
country. Due notice in this connection will be regarded 
as the time required for the exchange of correspondence 
in the normal mail schedules, plus five business days for 
purposes of official verification and registration. 


(c) It is understood that the traveller will not engage in 
the sale of other articles than those embraced by his lines 
of business; he may sell his samplés, thus incurring an 
obligation to pay the Customs duties thereupon, but he 
may not sell other articles brought with him or sent to 
him which are not reasonably and clearly representative 
of the kind of business he purports to represent, 
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(d) Advertising matter brought by commercial travellers 
in appropriate quantities shal] be treated as samples 
without commercial value. Objects having a depreciative 
commercial value because of adaptation for purposes of 
advertisement, and intended for gratuitous distribution, 
shall, when introduced in reasonable quantities, also be 
treated as samples without commercial value. It is under- 
stood, however, that this prescription shall be subject to 
the Customs laws of the respective countries, Samples 
accompanying the commercial traveller will be dispatched 
as a portion of his personal baggage; and those arriving 
after him will be given precedence over ordinary freight. 

(e) If the original licence was issued for a period longer 
than six months, or if the licence be renewed, the bond for 
the samples will be correspondingly extended. It is under- 
stood, however, that this prescription shal] be subject to 
the Customs laws of the respective countries. 


Articte XVI. 


There shall be complete freedom of transit through the 
territories, including territorial waters, of each High 
Contracting Party on the routes most convenient for 
international transit, by rail, navigable waterway and 
canal, other than the Panama Cana] and waterways and 
canals which constitute international boundaries of the 
United States, to persons and goods coming from or going 
through the territories of the other High Contracting 
Party, except such persons as mav be forbidden admissica 
into its territories or goods of which the importation may 
be prohibited by law. Persons and goods in transit shal] not 
be subjected to any transit duty, or to any unnecessary 
delays or restrictions, and shall be given nationa] treatment 
as regards charges, facilities, and al] other matters. 

Goods in transit must be entered at the proper Custom 
House, but they shall be exempt from all Custoims or other 
similar duties. 

All charges imposed on transport in transit shall be 
reasonable, having regard to the conditions of the traffic. 


ArticLte XVII. 


Each of the High Contracting Parties agrees to receive 
from the other Consular officers in those of its ports, 
places, and cities where it may be convenient and which 
are open to Consular representatives of any foreign 
country. 

Consular officers of each of the High Contracting Parties 
shall, after entering upon their duties, enjoy reciprocally 
in the territories of the other all the rights, privileges, 
exemptions, and immunities which are enjoyed by officers 
of the same grade of the most favoured nation. As official 
agents, such officers shall be entitled to the high con- 
sideration of all officials, national or local, with whom 
they have official] intercourse in the State which receives 
them. 

The Government of each of the High Contracting Parties 
shall furnish, free of charge, the necessary exequatur of 
such Consular officers of the other as present a regular 
commission signed by the chief executive of the appointing 
State and under its Great Seal; and it shall issue to a 
subordinate or substitute Consular officer duly appointed 
by an accepted superior Consular officer with the approba- 
tion of his Government, or by any other competent officer 
of that Government, such documents as, according to the 
laws of the respective countries, shal] be requisite for the 
exercise by the appointee of the Consular function. On 
the exhibition of an exequatory or other document issued 
in lieu thereof, to such subordinate, such Consular officer 
shall be permitted to enter upon his duties and to enjoy 
the rights, privileges, and immunities granted by this 
Treaty. 

ArticLe XVIII. 


Consular officers, nationals of the State by which they 
are appointed, shall be exempt from arrest except when 
charged with the commission of offences locally designated 
as crimes other than misdemeanours and subjecting the 
individual guilty thereof to punishment. Such officers 
shal] be exempt from military billetings and from service 
of any military or naval, administrative, or police 
character whatsoever, 

In criminal cases the attendance at the trial by a 
Consular officer as a witness may be demanded by the 
prosecution or defence. The demand shall be made with 
all possible regard for the Consular dignity and the duties 
of the office; and there shall be compliance on the part 
of the Consular officer, : 
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Consular officers shall be subject to the jurisdiction of 
the Courts in the State which receives them in civil cases, 
subject to the proviso, however, that when the officer 
is a national ot the State which appoints him and is 
engaged in no private occupation for gain, his testimony 
shall be taken orally or in writing at his residence or office 
and with due regard for his convenience. The officer 
should, however, voluntarily give his testimony at the trial 
whenever it is possible to do so without serious interference 
with his official duties. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


Consular officers, including employees in a Consulate, 
nationals of the State by which they are appointed other 
than those engaged in private occupations for gain within 
the State where they exercise their functions, shall be 
exempt from all taxes, national, State, provincial, and 
municipal levied upon their persons or upon their property, 
except taxes leviable on account of the possession or owner- 
ship of immovable property situated in, or income derived 
from property of any kind situated or belonging within the 
territories of the State within which they exercise their 
functions. All Consular officers and employees, nationals 
of the State appointing them, shall be exempt from the 
payment of taxes on the salary, fees, or wages received by 
them in compensation for their Consular services. 

Lands and buildings situated in the territories of either 
High Contracting Party, of which the other High Con- 
tracting Party is the legal or equitable owner and which 
are used exclusively for Governmental purposes by that 
owner, shall be exempt from taxation of every kind, 
national, State, provincial, and municipal, other than 
assessments levied for services or local public improvements 
by which the premises are benefited. 


ARTICLE XX. 


Consular officers may place over the outer door of their 
respective offices the arms of their State with an appro- 
priate inscription designating the official office. Such 
officers may also hoist the flag of their country on their 
offices, including those situated in the capitals of the two 
countries. They may likewise hoist such flag over any 
boat or vessel employed in the exercise of the Consular 
function. 

The Consular offices and archives shall at all times be 
inviolable. They shall under no circumstances be subjected 
to invasion by any authorities of any character within the 
country where such offices are located. Nor shall the 
authorities under any pretext make any examination or 
seizure of papers or other property deposited within a 
Consular office. Consular offices shall not be used as places 
of asylum. No Consular officer shall be required to produce 
official archives in Court or testify as to their contents. 

Upon the death, incapacity, or absence of a Consular 
officer having no subordinate Consular officer at his post, 
secretaries or chancellors, whose official character may have 
previously been made known to the Government of the 
State where the Consular function was exercised, may 
temporarily exercise the Consular function of the deceased 
or incapacitated or absent Consular officer; and while so 
acting shall enjoy all the rights, prerogatives, and immuni- 
ties granted to the incumbent. 


ARTICLE X XI. 


Consular officers, nationals of the State by which they 
are appointed, may, within their respective Consular 
districts, address the authorities, national, State, pro- 
vincial, or municipal, for the purpose of protecting their 
countrymen in the enjoyment of their rights accruing by 
treaty or otherwise. Complaint may be made for the 
infraction of those rights. Failure upon the part of the 
proper authorities to grant redress or to accord protection 
may justify interposition through the dinlomatic channel, 
and in the absence of a diplomatic representative, a Consul- 
General or Consular officer stationed at the capital may 
apply directly to the Government of the country. 


ArTICLE XXII. 


Consular officers may, in pursuance of the laws of their 
own country, take, at any appropriate place within their 
respective districts, the depositions of any occupants of 
vessels of their own country, or of any national of, or of 
any person having permanent residence within the terri- 
tories of, their own country. Such officers may draw up, 
attest, certify and authenticate unilateral acts, deeds, and 
testamentary dispositions of their countrymen, and also 
contracts to which a countryman is a party. They may

draw up, attest, certify, and authenticate written instru. 
ments of any kind purporting to express or embody the 
conveyance or encumbrance of property of any kind within 
the territory of the State by which such officers are 
appointed, und unilateral acts, deeds, testamentary dis- 
positions, and contracts. relating to property situated, or 
business to be transacted within, the territories of the 
State by which they are appointed, embracing unilateral 
acts, deeds, testamentary dispositions, or agreements 
executed solely by nationals of the State within which 
such officers exercise their functions. 

Instruments and documents thus executed and copies 
and translations thereof, when duly authenticated under 
his official seal by the Consular ofncer, shall be received 
as evidence in the territories of the Contracting Parties as 
original documents or authenticated copies, as the case 
may be, and shall have the same force and effect as if 
drawn by and executed before a notary or other public 
officer duly authorised in uhe country by which the Consular 
yiicer was appointed ; provided always that such documents 
shall have been drawn and executed in conformity to the 
laws and regulations of the country where they are 
designed to take effect. 


AnrticLte XXIIT. 


A Consular officer shall have exciusive jurisdiction over 
controversies arising out of the internal order of private 
vessels of his country, and shall alone exercise jurisdiction 
in cases, wherever arising, between officers and crews, 
pertaining to the enforcement of discipline on board, 
provided the vessel and the persons charged with wrong- 


doing shall have entered a port within his Consular 
district. Such an officer shall also have jurisdiction over 


issues concerning the adjustment of wages and the execu- 
tion of contracts relating thereto, provided the local laws 
so permit. 

When an act committed on board of a private vessel 
under the flag of the State by which the Consular officer 
has been appointed and within the territorial waters of 
the State to which he has been appointed constitutes a 
crime according to the laws of that State, subjecting the 
person guilty thereof to punishment as a criminal, the 
Consular officer shall not exercise jurisdiction except in so 
far as he is permitted to do so by the local law. 

A Consular officer may freely invoke the assistance of 
the local police authorities in any matter pertaining to the 
maintenance of internal order on board of a vessel, under 
the flag of his country within the territorial waters of the 
State to which he is appointed, and upon such a request 
the requisite assistance shall be given. 

A Consular officer may appear with the officers and crews 
of vessels under the flag of his country before the judicial 
authorities of the State to which he is appointed to render 
assistance as interpreter or agent. 


ARTICLE XXIV. 


In case of the death of a national of either High 
Contracting Party in the territory of the other without 
having in the territory of his decease any known heirs or 
testamentary executors by him appointed, the competent 
local authorities shall at once inform the nearest Consular 
oficer of the State of which the deceased was a national 
of the fact of his death, in order that necessary informa- 
tion may be forwarded to the parties interested. 

In case of the death of a national of either of the High 
Contracting Parties without will or testament in the terri- 
tory of the other High Contracting Party, the Consular 
officer of the State of which the deceased was a national 
and within whose district the deceased made his home 
at the time of death, shall, so far as the laws of the 
country permit, and pending the appointment of en 
administrator, and until letters of administration have 
been granted, be deemed qualified to take charge of the 
property left by the decedent for the preservation and 
protection of the same. Such Consular officer shall have 
the right to be appointed as administrator within the 
discretion of a tribunal or other agency controlling the 
administration of estates, provided the laws of the place 
where the estate is administered so permit. 

Whenever a Consular officer accepts the office of adminis- 
trator of the estate of a deceased countryman, he subjects 
himself as such to the jurisdiction of the tribunal or other 
agency making the appointment for all necessary purposes 
to the same extent as a national of the country where 
he was appointed, 


| 
| 
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ARTICLE XXV. 

A Consular officer of either High Contracting Party 
may, in behalf of his non-resident countrymen, receipt for 
their distributive shares derived from estates in process 
of probate or accruing under the provisions of so-called 
Workmen’s Compensation Laws or other like statutes, pro- 
vided he remit any funds so received through the appro- 
priate agencies of his Government to the proper dis- 
tributees, and provided, further, that he turnish to the 
authority or agency making distribution through him 
reasonable evidence of such remission. 


ARTICLE XXVI. 


A Consular officer of either High Contracting Party shall 
have the right to inspect within the ports of the other 
High Contracting Party within his Consular district the 
private vessels of any flag destined or about to clear for 
ports of the country appointing him in order to observe 
the sanitary conditions and measures taken on ‘board suci 
vessels, and to be enabled thereby to execute intelligently 
bills of health and other documents required by the laws 
of his country, and to inform his Government concerning 
the extent to which its sanitary regulations have been 
observed at ports of departure by vessels destined to its 
ports, with a view to facilitating entry of such vessels 
therein. 


ArticLE XXVII. 


Each of the High Contracting Parties agrees to permit 
the entry free of all duty and without examination of any 
kind of all furniture, equipment, and supplies intended 
for official use in the Consular offices of the other, and to 
extend to such Consular officers of the other and their 
families and suites as are its nationals, the privilege of 
entry free of duty of their baggage and all other personal 
property, whether accompanying the officer to his post or 
imported at any time during his incumbency thereof ; 
provided, nevertheless, that no article, the importation of 
which is prohibited by the law of either of the High 
Contracting Parties, may be brought into its territories. 

It is understood; however, that this privilege shall not 
be extended to Consular officers who are engaged in any 
private occupation for gain in the countries to which they 
are accredited, save with respect to Governmental supplies. 


ARTICLE XXVII # 


All proceedings relative to the salvage of vessels of either 
High Contracting Party wrecked upon the coasts of the 
other shall be directed by the Consular officer of the 
country to which the vessel belongs and within whose 
district the wreck may have occurred. Pending the arrival 
of such officer, who shall be immediately informed of the 
occurrence, the local authorities shall take all necessary 
measures tor the protection of persons and the preservation 
of wrecked property. The local authorities shall not 
otherwise interfere than for the maintenance of order, the 
protection of the interests of the salvors, if these do not 
belong to the crews that have been wrecked, and to carry 


into effect the arrangements made for the entry and 
exportation of the merchandise saved. It is understood 


that such merchandise is not to be subjected to any Custom 
House charges, unless it be intended for consumption in 
the country where the wreck may have taken place. 

The intervention of the local authorities in these 
different cases shall occasion no expense of any kind, 
except such as may be caused by the operations of salvage 
and the preservation of the goods saved, together with 
such as would be incurred under similar circumstances by 
vessels of the nation. 


ArtTICLE XXIX. 


Subject to any limitation or exception hereinabove set 
forth, or hereafter to be agreed upon, the territories of 
the High Contracting Parties to which the provision of 
this Treaty extend shall be understood to comprise all areas 
of land, water, and air over which the parties respectively 
claim and exercise dominion as sovereign thereof, except the 
Panama Canal Zone; for purposes connected with Customs 
administration the territory of Germany shall be deemed 
to be co-terminus with the area included within the 
German Customs lines. 


ARTICLE XXX. 


Nothing in the present Treaty shall be construed to 
limit or restrict in any way the rights, privileges, and 
advantages accorded to Germany or its nationals or to the 
United States or its nationals, by the Treaty between 
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Germany and the United States restoring friendly rela- 


tions, concluded on 25th August, 1921. 
Article XXXI. 


The present Treaty shall remain in full force for the 
term of ten years from the date of the exchange of 
ratifications, on which date it shall begin to take effect in 
all of its provisions, 

If within one year before the expiration of the aforesaid 
period of ten years neither High Contracting Party notifies 
to the other an intention of modifying by change or 
omission any of the provisions of any of the Articles in this 
Treaty or of terminating it upon the expiration of the 
aforesaid period, the Treaty shall remain in full force 
and effect after the aforesaid period and until one year 
from such a time as either of the High Contracting Parties 
shall have notified to the other an intention of modifying 
or terminating the Treaty. 


ArticteE XXXIT. 


The present Treaty shall be ratified, and the ratifications 
thereof shall be exchanged, at Washington, as soon as 
possible.

NEW SOUTH WALES MINING INDUSTRIES, 
1923. 
(from the Office of H.M, Trade Commissioner.) 
| SYDNEY. 
According to a statement recently furnished by the 

Under Secretary of Mines, New South Wales, the mineral 
production of the State in 1922 was £14,274,770, and it 
was anticipated that the output for 1923 would reach about 
the same level. 


S1tveR, LEAD, AND ZINC. 


The mining of silver, lead, and zine during the past year 
may be considered as having been successfully carried on, 
although the output from the Broken Hill Field was 
adversely affected by the disastrous outbreak of fire in 
July in one of the largest mines. The tonnage of ore 
raised at Broken Hill during 1923 was approximately 
887,000 tons, as against 640,064 tons in 1922. Prospects 
for 1924 are bright, as during the past few months the 
recommencement of underground operations at the Pro- 
prietary and Block 14 mines, the erection of a roaster for 
re-treatment of slimes at the Junction North Mine, and 
the purchase and working of the Junction Mine by the 
Sulphide Corporation have taken place. 

At Yerranderie, about 40 miles from Camden, favourable 
developments at the Silver Peak Mine resulted in an output 
for the year of over £100,000 in value, and large reserves 
of ore are in sight. At most of the other mines on the 
field the work done has been chiefly in the nature of 
prospecting and development. 

The value of the production of the silver, lead, and zinc 
mines of the State during 1922 amounted to £3,731,566, 
and, notwithstanding the reduced output from the Central 
Mine and the fact that the closing down of the Sulphide 
Corporation’s works at Cockle Creek involves the disappear- 
ance of pig lead from the State returns, and also a greatly 
diminished yield of silver (metal), it is expected that the 
value of the yield during the past year will bear favourable 
comparison. 


Tue INFLUENCE oF Drovucnut on TIN PRODUCTION. 


The value of the tin production for 1923 should show a 
decided improvement over that for 1922, which amounted 
to £154,698. Owing to the higher prices prevailing, more 
activity has been displayed at Ardlethan and in the New 
England District. In the latter area the operations of 
dredge owners and fossickers have been greatly hampered 
by severe drought conditions, many plants being compelled 
to close down owing to lack of water, a condition of affairs 
which the recent bountiful rain will do much to remove. 


INDUSTRIAL DIFFICULTIES AND Coa, Ovrput. 


Coal production during 1922 amounted to 10,183,133 tons, 
valued at £8,507,946, but owing to the prolonged industrial 
trouble on the Maitland Field the production for 1923 will 
be considerably lessened ; it is thought that the output will 
be about 9,500,000 tons. 


CoKE AND FURNACE AND FLUXING MATERIALS. 


The recommencement of operations at the Broken Iiill 
Proprietary Company’s steel works at Newcastle should be 
reflected by a marked increase in the production of coke, 
which in 1922 amounted to only 240,229 tons, valued at 
£382,926, and also in the production of furnace and fluxing 
materials such as chrome, dolomite, limestone, magnesite, 
manganese, and silica. 


RELATIVE UNIMPORTANCE oF GoLp OvrTPvorT. 


The value of the gold yield for 1923 is estimated at 
about £80,000, as compared with £107,139 during 1922; 
but, as the gold production now only represents less than 
1 per cent, of the total value of the mineral production 
of the State, its decline has not the same significance as 
in the earlier years of the industry. During the year, 
however, a large amount of active prospecting has been 
carried out, chiefly in the Orange, Canbelego, Gulgong 
Rylstone, and Young districts. 


INCREASING PRopUCTION or CEMENT. 


The cement works at Portland and Kandos have been 
continuously in operation, and it is anticipated that the

value of the yield for the year will exceed that of 1922, 
viz., £853,000, which was the highest previously recorded. 
As action is now being taken towards the establishment of 
additional cement works, a well-augmented output may be 
relied upon. The mining of limestone for the manufacture 
of lime has been active, and the production, which 
amounted to 33,253 tons, valued at £80,836, in 1922, should 
be well maintained. 


Precious STONES AND ARSENICAL ORES. 


Considerable activity has been shown in mining for 

recious stones, particularly sapphires, and it is expected 
that the produc tion will be on an increased scale. 

Owing to the demand for arsenical ores, mining opera- 
tions have been active at the producing mines, and a 
marked increase in the output of arsenic may be expected. 
Several promising outcrops in the New England district 
were located during the year. 





CANADA. 





MINERAL EXPORTS IN 1923. 


The total value of the exports of iron and products 
thereof, non-ferrous metals and non-metallic minerals 
during 1923 was 153,355,391 dols., as compared with 
105,490,903 dols. in 1922, states the Canadian Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Of this amount 67,035,808 dols. 
represented exports of iron and products thereof, whilst 
exports of non-ferrous metals and non-metallic minerals 
amounted to 56,814,055 dols. and 29,505,528 dols. respec- 
tively.

MADAGASCAR. 
NEW MINING REGULATIONS. 


The British Acting-Consul at Antanarivo has forwarded 
a copy of the ‘‘ Bulletin des Mines de Madagascar ’”’ con- 
{uining a review of the new mining regulations, from 
which it would appear that the principal changes brought 
into operation are as follows :— 

J. All minerals (with the exception of hydrocarbures) 
aud metals are subjected to the same regulations, whereas 
previously precious metals and precious stones came 
under one category and base metals under another. 

2. Perimetres de recherches are done away with, and 
are substituted by rectangles of five kilometres square. 

3. Permis d’Exploitation are suppressed. 

4. Permis de recherches, valid for two years, are 
granted against payment of 150 francs, and can be 
renewed for a further period of two years against a 
renewal fee of 300 frs. They can still be held for four 
vears longer at a renewal fee of 400 frs. per annum. 


Under the old regulations the conditions were: (1) For 
precious metals and stones, first year, 100 frs; first renewal, 
200 frs.; second and last renewal, 500 frs. (2) For base 
metals first year, 25 frs.; first and second renewals, 25 frs. ; 
third renewal, 100 frs. ; ‘and fourth renewal, 200 frs. In 
practice the renewal fee of 200 frs. was never imposed, 
although many permits were renewed ten times and more. 
The renewals, however, could be refused if the Administra- 
tion so judged. 


Permis de recherches for hydrocarbures (petroleum, etc.) 
in a’ general manner are subjected to the provisions of the 
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new regulations, excepting that their renewals can only 
be granted after a certain amount of work has been carried 
out on the claims. ‘The cost of the permit, which is valid 
for four years, is 600 frs. 1t can be renewed for two 
further periods of two years each at a cost of 800 frs. in 
each case. It is consequently only a little dearer than a 
permit for other categories, but the renewal is much more 
difficult to obtain, in view of the exigencies in respect of 
boring operations. 

The ‘‘ review ’’ states that, whilst the present conditions 
governing gold mining, etc., would appear to be more 
tavourable to the prospector than was the case formerly, 
those governing petroleum are both more costly and more 
exacting, and are calculated to prevent, to a great extent, 
the holding of extensive areas by persons who are wholly 
incapable of developing them, and whose sole object is that 


of speculation.

HUNGARY. 
GROWTH OF TEXTILE INDUSTRIES 


(From the Commercial Secretary.) 
Bupa-PEst. 

According to information received from a reliable source, 
there are at present 147 textile factories in Hungary, 30 
of which were established during last year. 

There are 53,000 cotton spindles in operation, and a 
further 28,000 are being erected. By the end of the 
present year there should be about 100,000 spindles in 
operation. There are in the cotton-weav ing industry 5,000 
looms in operation and in the cloth industry 490 looms. 
In the knitted-woo'len industry there are 1,400 knitting 
machines, 2,200 stocking machines, and 340 ‘‘ tricotage ”’ 
machines. 

The hemp and flax industry operates 19,320 spindles 
and 720 looms, the jute industry 12,500 spindles and 625 
looms. The silk-spinning industry has 620 boilers, and 
there are 600 looms weaving silk ; printing and dyeing 


industries have 42 rouleaux. 
The yearly production is 184,000 metres of woollens, 


12,750,000 metres of raw cotton, and 115,260,000 metres 
of other bleached, dyed, printed, and colour-woven cottons ; 
1,440,000 kilogs. of stockings (of various materials), 
1,815,000 kilogs. of other knitted wares, 17,500 tons of 
jute fabrics and sacks, 2,890 tons of hemp and flax fabrics, 
1,500,000 metres of silk fabrics, and 4,010,000 kilogs. of

CERTIFICATION OF HIDES AND SKINS FOR 
EXPORTATION TO AUSTRALIA AND 
CANADA. 


Adverting to the notices which are published at pages 
19-20 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’”’ for 3rd January 
and at pages 227-9 of the ‘‘ Journal ”’ for 14th February 
regarding the certification of hides and skins exported and 
re-exported from Great Britain to Australia and Canada 
respectively, the Board of Trade are informed that 
arrangements have been made by the Scottish Board of 
Health for the issue of. certificates of disinfection by the 
Medica] Officer of Health of Glasgow in respect of hides 
and skins not originating in Great Britain which are to 
be re-exported from that port to the above-mentioned 
Dominions. Intending exporters of hides and skins to 
Canada and Australia are therefore recommended to place 
themselves in communication with the Scottish Board of 
Health, Edinburgh, if the hides and skins in question are 
to be re-exported from Glasgow.

AGRICULTURAL SPRAYING MACHINES 
KXEMPT FROM IMPORT DUTY. 


Notification No. 239, issued by the Government of India 
on 2nd February, 1924, exempts from the payment of 
import duty spraying machines used for agricultural pur- 
poses and component parts thereof which can readily be 
fitted into their proper places in the machines and cannot 
ordinarily be used for purposes unconnected’ with 


agriculture.

FREE IMPORTATION OF AIRCRAFT, ETC.

Office to the effect that legislation has now been passed 
in Mauritius exempting airships, aeroplanes, and other 
aircraft, including parts and accessories, from the import 
duty leviable under the Customs tariff of the Colony.

PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION OF OLD 
JUTE BAGS REVOKED. 


An Order in Council, dated 19th January, 1924, revokes 
the prohibition of the importation of second-hand jute bags 
into St. Vincent. The importation of all coverings, bags, 
etc., which have been used or are suspected of having 
been used as coverings of bags for cotton seed, lint cotton, 
er seed cotton remain prohibited, however, from all 
countries, and the landing of any coverings or bags, etc., 
of any kind is prohibited without the written permission 
of the Collector of Customs.

BELGIUM. 





MODIFICATION OF EXPORT 
PROHIBITIONS. 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’’ for 17th February contains 
two Decrees, dated 16th February and effective on 18th 
February, which provide that the export of the following 
goods from Belgium is to be subject to the production of 
a licence from the Belgian Ministry of Industry and 
Labour, viz. :— 

Pigs; pork and pig offal, fresh, frozen, salted or 
smoked. 

Carrots, cabbages, leeks, and onions. 

Cheese of all kinds. 

Roasted chicory, prepared or ground. 

Edible pastes. 

Eggs. 

Soft soap. 

The Ministry have issued an official notice intimating 
that licences will be issued to regularlv’ established 
merchants in respect of the export of the following

No licences will be granted at present for the export of

Potatoes of yellow varieties. 

As an exception to the prohibition on the export of 
wood, noted at page 258 of last week’s issue of this 
‘‘ Journal,’’ the Ministry have decided to permit the 
export under licence of wood and poles, with or without 
the bark, whole or in pieces (troncons), and of pieces of 
wood squared with the saw or otherwise. 

A Royal Decree of 22nd February, published in_ thie 
‘* Moniteur Belge ”’ for 23rd February, prohibits the export 
of bread, under the conditions and with the exceptions 
to be laid down by the Ministry of Industry and Labour. 
A Ministerial Decree issued under the Roya] Decree pro- 
hibits the export of ordinary household bread (in round, 
square, or long loaves), except under licence; and a notice 
was published in the same issue of the ‘‘ Moniteur ”’ 
intimating that no licences will be issued for the present.

INCREASED DUTIES ON “ LUXURY ” 
ARTICLES. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Copenhagen has for- 
warded copy and translation of the Danish Law of the 
Ist February, providing for an increase in the Customs 
duties on certain ‘‘ luxury ”’ articles imported into Den- 
mark. The new duties imposed by the Law, which is 
effective from lst February until 30th June next, are 
shown in the following schedule. The provisions of the 
Luxury Tax Law of 24th April, 1923 (see pages 598 et 
seq. of the issue of this ‘‘ Journal ’”’ for 17th May last) 
remain in force in so far as they are not amended by the 
present Law.

FRANCE, 


EXPORT DUTIES IMPOSED ON VARIOUS 
ARTICLES. 

The French ‘‘ Journa] Officiel ’’ for 17th February con- 
tains a Presidential Decree, dated 16th February, which 
provides for the levying of duties, at the following rates, 
on the export from France of the animals and goods 
mentioned below, viz. :— 

Horses, mares and foals (except pure-bred pedigree 
animals), horses for slaughter, mules, and asses— 
10 per cent. ad valorem. 

Cheese of all kinds, and pulse—l5 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

Fresh vegetables—10 per cent. ad valorem, 

Fodder—8 per cent. ad valorem. 

These duties are not leviable on consignments to French 
Colonies, Possessions, and Protectorates, to Tunis and the 
French Zoue of Morocco. 

Export duty will not be levied on articles in respect of 
which transport documents are produced to prove that 
they were in the course of despatch to foreign (non- 
French) countries before 17th February. 

















EXPORT OF FRESH VEGETABLES 
PROHIBITED. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’? for 23rd February con- 
tains a Presidential Decree, dated 22nd February, which 
prohibits the export from France until Ist May next of 
fresh vegetables (ex Tariff No. 158). Exceptions to the 
prohibition may be granted under conditions to be laid 
down by the Minister of Finance, and subject to payment 
of the export duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem noted above. 





EXPORT OF WOOL AND COTTON 
PROHIBITED. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 17th February con- 
tains a Decree, dated 16th February, which prohibits, as 
from 17th February, the export and re-export (after ware- 
housing, deposit, transit, or transhipment) of the following 
goods : — 

Wool, including that from the alpaca, llama, vicuna, 
yak, camel hair and cashmere goat hair, and including 
wool waste and rags of new wool. (Tariff No. 23.) 

Cotton. (Tariff No. 141.) 

Cotton waste and waste of cotton yarn (Tariff No. 141 
bis). 

Exceptions to these prohibitions may be authorised 
under conditions to be laid down by the Ministry of 
Finance. 

An official Notice published in the ‘‘ Journa] Officiel ”’ 
for 26th February intimates that combed wool, combed 
dyed wool, and wool waste may be imported without licence 
until further notice. 





GERMANY. 
STATISTICAL TAX. 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ for 12th February 


contains an Order of the same date, and effective as from 
14th February, which fixes as follows the rates of the 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 





Statistical Tax payable on goods imported or exported 
over the German Customs frontier : — 
(1) For goods wholly or partly packed—5 gold pfennigs 
per 500 kilogs. 
(2) For goods not packed—5 gold pf. per 1,000 kilogs.

of provisional declarations. 

The following goods, among others, are exempt from 
Statistical Tax : — 

Goods declared for importation from warehouses in the free 
districts or districts outside the Customs frontier, except 
Hamburg, Bremen, Heligoland, and Baden; goods imported 
by post®which are officially released in free circulation at 
the German frontier ; goods for exhibitions; returned 
goods; goods in transit through Germany; goods imported 
into Germany for improvement, etc., or for shipbuilding 
(free of duty), and which are released into free circulation 
for other purposes; goods specified in paragraph 2 of 
Article 6 of the Customs Tariff Law (fish, seals, etc., caught 
by German seamen or fishermen, and products of such 
fish and animals); foreign goods lving at the free ports of 
Hamburg and Bremen, w ith. the exception of those declared 
for consumption; and goods exported from the free ports 
of Hamburg and Bremen. 





ITALY. 


STAMP TAX ON GEMS, PRECIOUS METALS, 
ETC. 

With reference to the notice at pages 572-3 of the issue 
of this *‘ Journal’’ for 10th May last regarding the 
genera] stamp tax on the transfer of ow nership of goods 
in Italy, the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ (Rome) for “12th 
January contains a Decree (No. 2876), dated 30th 
December last, which modifies the method of collection of 
this tax in the case of certain luxury goods imported 
from abroad as from 15th January, 1924. 

The Decree provides that the transfer stamp tax of 

per cent. on gems and precious metals imported from 
abroad, even if by parcel post, is to be collected by the 
Customs at the same time as the Customs duties. For 
this purpose the importer must state the value of the goods 
in the Customs declaration, and must present the invoice 
from the foreign seller (or any other equivalent document) 
with the declaration—in the case of goods imported by 
parcel post the document must be attached to the other 
papers accompanying tho parcels. 

The transfer stamp tax is also levied on raw materials, 
articles, and products classified ‘‘ de luze’’ imported 
personally trom abroad by traders or firms, either national 

foreign, or by their travellers, traders, or representa- 
tives, whatever may be the destination of said articles and 
products. 

For pearls, diamonds, other precious stones, hard stones, 
and imitation precious stones imported from abroad on 
approval the Customs will require the amount: of the 
transfer tax to be deposited at the time of importation, 
such amount being refunded if the goods are re-exported 
within six: months. 








STAMP TAX ON SPARKLING WINES AND 
MINERAI WATERS. 

With reference to the notice at page 93 of the issue 
of this Journal’? for 17th January regarding the 
modification of the stamp taxes on perfumery, medicinal 
specialities, sparkling wines, and mineral waters, it should 
be noted that the taxes on the two latter have again been 
amended by a Royal Decree (No. 3041), dated 3lst 
December, and published in the ‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ”’ 
(Rome) for 24th January. This Decree provides that the 
stamp tax formerly applicable (under the Royal Decree 
of 21st August, 1921) is to remain in force until 30th June 
next, and that until that date the general stamp, tax on 
the transfer of ownership of sparkling wines and mineral 
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waters (under the Decree of 27th November last) shall be 
levied at the following rates :— 

Sparkling wines—10 per cent. of the invoice price, the 
total tax on each invoice being not less than 2 lire for 
each bottle and one lira for each half bottle. 

Mineral waters—10 per cent. of the invoice price, what- 
ever be the number of the bottles. 


‘‘ Transfer ’’ tax at this rate must be paid by the 
purchasing merchant in the case of Italian produce and 
by the importer in the case of foreign produce; and the 
‘‘ transfer ’’ tax will be levied at 50 per cent. of this rate 
in respect: of subsequent sales by wholesalers to other 
traders. 








PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Rome reports, by tele- 
graph, that the price fixed, for the period 24th February 
to Ist March, for certificates tor the payment of Customs 
duties is 448 lire per 100 lire gold—i.e., the surcharge 
when duties are paid in paper is 348 per cent. 

[The price of certificates for the previous week was 443 
lire per 100 lire gold. | 





MEXICO. 


IMPOSITION OF EXPORT DUTY ON 
COFFEE. 

The ‘ Diario Oficiai’’ of Mexico for 14th January 
contains a Presidential Decree, dated &th January, and 
effective on 15th January, which imposes a duty of 3 cts. 
per kilog. (gross weight) on the export from Mexico of 
coffee of all kinds. Coffee was formerly free of export duty. 








IMPORT DUTIES ON CATALOGUES 
REDUCED. 

The Mexican ‘ Diario Oficial’’ for 7th January con- 
tains a Presidential Decree, dated 30th December, and 
effective on Ist January, which raises two new headings 
in the Mexican Import Duties Tariff, as shown below:

SPAIN. 


“TEMPORARY IMPORTATION ” OF TIN 
PLATE FOR THE MANUFACTURE OF OLIVE 
OIL TINS FOR EXPORT. 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 21st February contains 

Royal Order, dated 19th February, which authorises the 
‘‘temporary duty-free importation ’’ into Spain of tin- 
plate (hojalata en blanco) for the manufacture of con- 
tainers for olive oil destined for.export. The Order pro 
vides that this facility is to be subject to the same 
conditions as govern the ‘‘ temporary importation ”’ of 
tinplate to be used for the manufacture of receptacles for 
exported preserves (under the Royal Order of 3rd May. 
1909), and, in addition, in order to obtain a refund of the 
duty paid, the receptacles in which the olive oi] is exported 
must have a Spanish registered trade mark and the yoy 
‘““Aceite de oliva espanol ’’ (Spanish olive oil) stamped o 


printed thereon. 








IMPORTATION OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
SPECIALITIES. 

With reference to the notice under the above heading 
at page 499 of this ‘‘ Journal ’’ for 8th November last, it 
should be noted that the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 13th 
February contains a Royal Decree, dated 9th February, 
which approves revised regulations respecting the importa- 
tion into, and the manufacture and sale in, Spain of 


pharmaceutical specialities. 
Pharmaceutical specialities are defined as comprising all 


medicaments of known composition, distinguished by the 
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name of the inventor and a souventionsl denomination, 
put up in uniform packages, for sale to the public, and the 
labels, wrappings, or printed matter of which deal with their 
curative properties. This definition does not cover those 
products which are frequently used in therapeutics, but 
whose action is essentially that of foodstuffs (milk or 
products thereof, flour, meat extracts and juices, table 
waters, refreshing syrups, liqueurs and wines, made with 
a base of bitters or aromatic substances and used as 
aperitives, etc.), the sale of which is free. Preparations 
for the. hair, skin, teeth, etc., are not considered as 
pharmaceutica] specialities unless they contain poisonous 

substances. 
Preparations whose composition is wholly or _ partly 
unknown, and those described merely as ‘‘ with a base of 
> «< treatment for such and such a disease . . . ag

‘ to be used for . . .,’’ etc., are to be treated as secret 


> 
scaniiens and their sale is absolutely prohibited. 

No pharmaceutical preparation may be worked up or 
exposed for sale unless it has previously been registered 
with the Direction-General of Health. Provision is made 
for separate registers for serums and vaccines and for 
opotherapeutic products. The sale of imported specialities 
is subject to the same restrictions as in the case of Spanish 
products. 

The labels, both those adhering to the immediate con- 
tainer of the speciality and those on the outer wrappings, 
and the prospectuses must show quite legibly and in full 
view the distinguishing name of the speciality, the name 
of the inventor or manufacturer and his professional status, 
the laboratory in which it was prepared, the number and 
date of registration, its composition, and the sale price 
to the public in pesetas. In the case of foreign specialities 
these particulars may be given in the language of the 
country from which they come, but an equally legible 
translation in Spanish must also be given. Specialities to 
be sold by prescription must also bear a small label stating 
in red letters on a white ground, ‘‘ esta especialidad solo 
puede dispensarse con receta’’ (this speciality may only 
“ dispensed by prescription). Certain specialities, 
described as ‘‘ very active,’’ are not to be sold to the 
public without a facultative prescription. 

The importation of foreign specialities will be permitted 
only if their purity (legitimidad) is guaranteed by a 
Spanish pharmacist, whose name must figure on the labels. 

The manufacture and advertisement of specialities which 
are destined, directly or indirectly, to prevent procreation 
are prohibited absolutely. 

The Decree also fixes a schedule of fees to be paid for 
registration, etc. 

The inventors and manufacturers of specialities at 
present unregistered are allowed three months, dating from 
13th February, during which to comply with the provisions 
of the Decree. During that period pharmaceutical speci- 
alities will continue to be sold under the same conditions 
as at present, but import will only be allowed under special 
authorisation from the Direction-General of Health.

TUNIS. 


MODIFICATION OF IMPORT DUTIES ON 
CYCLE TYRES. 


A Beylica!l Decree, dated 10th January, and published in 
the ** Journal Officiel Tunisien ’’ for 2nd February, fixes 
at 100 frs. per 100 kilogs. (net weight) the Customs duty 
on outer covers, inner tubes and tyres for cycle wheels, 
unworked, partly worked, or finished, when imported into 
Tunis from countries other than Germany. This duty is 
subject to the application of a ‘‘ coefficient of increase ”’ 
of 2:5, except in the case of inner tubes, for which the 
‘* coefficient ’’ is 3. 

Such goods originating in, and coming from, France 
and Algeria are free of import duty. 








EXPORT OF WHEAT PROHIBITED. 


H.M. Consul-General at Tunis reports the issue of a 
Beylical Decree, dated 9th February, which prohibits, as 
from that date and until further notice, the export of 
wheat in anv form, except as regards export to France and 
Algeria.

INCREASE OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON 
CERTAIN FARINACEOUS PREPARATIONS. 


It should be noted that, in virtue of instructions issued 
from Angora in the latter part of last year, and recently 
confirmed, the ‘‘ coefficient of increase ’’ applicable to the 
basic Customs duties in respect of certain farinaceous 
preparations has been increased by the Constantinople 
Customs authorities from 5 to 12.

The British Engineering Standards Association has 
published four additional specifications for Ships’ fittings. 

No. 3006, 1924, British Standard Specification for Stud 
Link Cables (Anchor Cables), specifies the material and 
manufacture and the tolerances allowed on common links, 
enlarged links, end links, and joining shackles, together 
with the minimum and maximum length over ten common 
links and minimum and maximum length over enlarged 
link, end link, and shackle. The sizes of cables dealt with 
in this specification range from 3 inch down to 7/16 of 
an inch in steps of sixteenths. The B.S. numbers repre- 
sent 15 fathom lengths of cable, including the enlarged 
link, end link, and joining shackle, 

This specification has been drawn up with the co- 
operation of the Board of Trade, Lloyds, and other 
register societies, as well as the cable makers and makers 
of windlasses. The adoption of standard cables by ship- 
owners will minimise the difficulty which has hitherto 
beeit met with, namely, the links of the cable not bedding 
into the lifters of the windlass. During the preparation 
of this specification important tests were carried out 
with specially forged lengths of cable to obtain the 
necessary data required in order to be able to fix the 
greatest tolerances which could be allowed on the links, 
and yet allow them to pass over the lifters of the windlass 
without the risk of their jamming. There is little doubt 
that this specification will be generally welcomed, and 
it should be the means of removing the difficulties which 
often arise between the windlass maker and the ship- 
owner, as by its adoption undue wear on the cables and 
lifters will be prevented, the cost for the renewing of 
which falls on the shipowner. 

No. 3007, 1923, British Standard Specification for End 
(or Bending) Shackles, covers bending shackles for 
attachment of cable to anchor. The standard sizes given 
are for use with cables of 7/16 to 3 inches in diameter, 
and should prove useful to shipowners. 

No. 3008, 1923, British Standard Specification for 
Hand Screw (Aft) Steering Gear, specifies only the chief 
dimensions, leaving the general design to the individuality 
of the manufacturer. The distance, however, from the 
centre of the rudder stock to the centre of the cross-head 
pins which hold the connection rods and incidentally take 
the greater portion of the shock of the rudder, is 
specified, and also the diameter of the screw threads, 
which are left- and right-handed. The type of thread 
is also specified, but not the pitch, which alters according 
to individual requirements. 

No. 3010, 1923, British Standard Specification for Devil’s 
Claws, fixes the standard for the principal dimensions 
and the material from which the fitting is to be made. 
As in all standards issued by the B.E.S.A. for ships’ 
fittings, great care has been taken with regard to the 
factor of safety, and it will be seen in all the foregoing 
standard fittings that ample provision is made for this.
